Secretary Carlisle heard eee a 
of counsel for Dr. John B. Hamilton of the 
Marine Hospitai Service, who has been or- 
dered to change his station at Chicago with 
Dr. Godfrey at San Francisco. ; 

No conclusion was reached in the case, 
However, Secretary Carlisle announcing he 
would take the papers and look them over 
carefully before rendering a decision. 

Dr. Hamilton appealed from the order of 
change on the ground that he desired more 
time to make certain necessary business 
arrangements, as well as to suggest a more 
convenient time in view of certain connec- 
tions at Chicago. 

In his statement, submitted to the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury today, Dr. Hamilton’s 
attorney says his client in 1891 resigned the 
office of Supervising Surgeon-General of the 
Marine Hospital Service to accept a larger 
field of professional duty at Chicago. He 
Was made professor of *surgery in Rush 
Medical College, and reappointed surgeon 
in the Marine Hospital Service and assigned 
to duty at Chicago. This question of resig- 
nation and transfer was submitted to Pres- 
ident Harrison and Secretary Foster, and 
both approved the arrangement, which went 
into effect June 15, 1891. 


Among the reasons assigned by Dr. Hamil- | 


ton for requesting special authority are the 


following: 


First The good of the service is not sought 
by the proposed removal. 

Second—Interests of the public connected 
with this branch of the service at Chicago 
do not demand his removal. He is engaged 
in directing and supervising improvements 
in the hospital at Chicago which cannot be 
completed for several weeks, and which can 
be more satisfactorily, successfully, and 
economically completed under his direction 
than under any other person.

FAIL TO GET METEORITE. 


STEAMER HOPE OF PEARY EXPEDI- 
TION RETURNS TO PORT. 


Members of the Scientific Party Are All 
im Good Health, and Report Having 
Obtained Great Results from Their 
Voyage—Unexpected lee Difficulties 
Force a Retreat Earlier than Was 
Expected—Valuable Records Are Ob- 
tained from Investigations, 


North Sydney, C. B., Sept. 26.—The 
steamer Hope of the Peary expedition ar- 
rived here at 11 o' clock this morning from its 
exploring trip north. 

Capt. Bartlett reported all well on board; 
but it was added that the main object of the 
expedition, that of bringing to the United 
States the forty-ton meteorite discovered by 
Lieut. Peary at Cape York, upon a previous 
trip, had not been accomplished. It was 
found impossible to rig a derrick strong 
enough te move the meteorite. 

In spite of this, all the scientists on board 
have obtained great results from their voy- 
age. 

All on board expressed themselves as be- 
ing delighted with their trip, although un- 
expected ‘ice difficulties compelled them to 
return earlier than expected. 

The expedition touched at a number of 
points hitherto unexplored. Scientific ob- 
servations were made, and valuable records 
were obtained from the investigations. 

Nearly all the members of the exposition 
have prepared, or are preparing, long re- 
ports of their researches, and consequently 
when questioned today were not inclined to 
furnish full particulars of their work to the 
public, contenting themselves with touching

DR. LAWRENCE INA WHEEL COLLISION 


Clergyman Escapes Without Serious 


* Injury, but Mrs. F. A. La Pointe 


Sustains Severe Bruises. 


Dr. William A. Lawrence, pastor of the 
Second Baptist Church, while riding his bi- 
cycle in Ashland boulevard, near Van Buren 
street, yesterday afternoon at 5 o'clock, was 
in collision with a wheel ridden by Mrs. 
Frank A. La Pointe, No. 25 Plum street. 

Dr. Lawrence leaped, alighted on his feet, 
and was uninjured beyond a vigbrous shak- 
ing up, but Mrs. La Pointe did not fare so 
well, 

The front wheel of her bicycle struck the 
rear wheel of that ridden by Dr. Lawrence 
and She was thrown violently to the pave- 
ment, striking on her head and shoulder. 
She lay unconscious where she had fallen, 
and for a few moments it was feared the ac- 
cident had proven fatal. 

Dr. Lawrence and the husband of the in- 
jured woman, who was riding with her at 
the time, set at once to restoring’ her to 
consciousness, and in about twenty minutes 
she was able to speak. Dr. Lawrence at 
once set out to look for a carriage, although 
both Mrs. La Pointe and her husband pro- 
tested that he had not been in the least to 
blame for the accident. As soon as the 
carriage arrived the injured woman, accom- 
panied by both her husband and Dr. Law- 
rence, was taken to her home. Dr. Joseph 
Z. Bergeron, who lives near by, was sent for. 

He found that Mrs. La Pointe had suffered 
several serious bruises, besides a bad nerv- 
ous Shock.

PITCHFORK PIERCES HIS — BREAST. 


Louis Fulton Falls Victim to the 
Weapon Which He Is Charged 
with Attempting to Use.

Louis Fulton, whose only address thus far 
known to the police has been a barn at the 
rear of No. 204 Wells street, was pierced in 
the right breast last night by a pitchfork in 
the hands of Fred Carlson, a teamster, living 
at No. 112 Hobbie street, who keeps his horses 
in the barn.

DIES TRYING 10 SAVE HER SISTER. 


Dislodged Timber from a Pile on 
Which Two Girls Are Playing 
Kills Mamie Newman. 


Eleven-year-old Mamie Newman, daugh- 
ter of Charles Newman, No. 446 Belmont 
avenue, was killed yesterday while playing 
with her younger sister on a pile of railway 
ties at Melrose avenue and the Northwestern 
railway tracks. 

Both children had climbed upon the tim- 
ber, when Mamie dislodged one of the heavy 
ties from its place. Behind her was her sis- 


ter, and Mamie, in trying to save her, seized 


the log, and was carried with it to the 
ground. 

The heavy timber struck her on the head, 
crushing her skull and killing her almost in- 
stantly. 

Lillie, her sister, tried in vain to drag the 
beam from the girl, but her strength was not 
sufficient. Then she ran to her home, a 
block away, and told her father. 

When he reached the spot his daughter 
was dead.

LIFE-SAYERS FAIL TO FIND THE BOAT 


Report That a Yacht Had Capsized Of 
Twelfth Street Unconfirmed 
by a Long Search. 


Word was telephoned to the life-saving 
station at 5:30 p. m. yesterday that a sail- 
boat, suffering from stress of weather, had 
capsized and sank off the Twelfth street 
pier, and that its occupants were struggling 
in the water. 0 

The life crew lost no time in getting to 
the point indicated, but found only that the 
boat, which had evidently been trying to 
beat to the northward, had finally scudded 
before the wind in the direction of the 
Jackson Park yacht anchorage, where it 
presumably found a refuge. 

At the time word was received at the 
life-saving station the wind was blowing a 
gale, and the waves were running extremely 
high, so Capt. Fortune. had his men make 
all haste to the rescue. They patrolled the 
lake for two hours off shore, from the river 
to Thirty-first street without result. 

Two fishermen saw the boat when it was 
within a few feet of the Twelfth street pier, 
and when it tacked about to the southeast. 
There were two men on board, who seemed 
to have their hands full managing the craft, 
but they asked for no help, and word was 
only sent to the station when the boat was 
fully a mile outside, and seemed to be in 
trouble. ,

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coinage of silver and gold at a different ratio 
than the commercial one is there any gold 
in circulation. Lock at Mexico, China, and 
South American republics, they all have 
silver but no gold. The only countries that 
have silver and gold both in circulation are 
those which, like our own, have limited coin- 
age and legal tender qualities ofsilver. The 
chief reason urged by Mr. Bryan and his 
adherents for a change is that we are having 
hard times, and that these hard times are 
due to the fact that we have demonetized 
silver, that we have not circulation enough 
for the needs of the people. They forget 
that by their own story silver was demon- 
etized more than twenty years ago, and we 
have had extraordinarily good times until 
within the last two or three years. They for- 
get the fact that we have more circulation 
per capita than ever before in the history of 
the country, that we are using more silver 
than ever before. 

They further forget the fact that in the 
year 1895 there was more gold mined and 
coined by the world than ever before in its 
history, and more than the combined pro- 
duction of gold and silver in any one year 
previous to 1886. They also overlook the 


fact that by the growth of credits the civil- 


ized world loses much less of actual metal 
or money than ever before, in the most 
civilized nations 95 per cent of all the trans- 
actions being settled by credits without the 
use of money. The panic of 1898 was caused. 
as I have previously intimated, by our at- 
tempt to bolster up silver. We had pur- 
chased too much, issued too many certi- 
ficates, and, like many individuals who put 
out too many notes, our creditors became 
frightened and questioned our credit, and the 
result was the panic of 1893. 15

The moment Mr. Cleveland made his bond 
sale in that fateful February, 1895, business 
began to improve.

spring and summer and fall of 1895 saw a 


fairiy good business, and it was increasing | 


all the time. What stopped it? Why, in 
the winter of 1895-06 this same revenue bill 
failed to produce enough revenue: the Treas- 
ury was getting empty, and the same Popu- 
list Senators, in pursuance of the conspiracy 
that they had made to ruin this country or 
force the free coinage of silver, refused any 
remedial legisiation and the whole world 
took alarm, and the result was a panic com- 
menced, which has increased and it will in- 
crease and grow until this country settles 
once for all that its currency shall be honest.

holders should think they had discovered a 
way by which they could pay their debts at 
50 cents on the dollar, and they should an- 
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or a gain of 50 per cent. in 1880 the capital 
invested in manufactories in the United 
States was 52. 700,000,000; in 1890 it had 
grown to 86,524,000, 000, or an increase of 


more than the entire capital invested in 


1880. The number of workmen in the facto- 
ries in 1880 was 2,782,000, and in 1890 there 
were 4,711,000, The amount paid in wages 
was 517,000,000, which had grown in 1890 
to $2,282,000,000. Think of this, workingmen, 
this marvelous growth upon a standard 
which the Populists say is destructive to 
business. Would you not like some more 
of this sort of destruction in the next ten 
years? Take the coal industry of this coun- 
try. In 1880 we mined 71,000,000 tons, in 
1890, 141,000,000; in 1880 we paid in wages to 
coal miners 856,000,000, In 1890, $110,000,000. 

“Take the railway business, which is 
more famillar, perhaps, to some of us than 
anything else, and which is one of the great- 
est industries of the country. In 1880 the 
earnings of the railways of the United 
States were $615,000,000; in 1890 they had 
increased to 8&964,000,000, In 1880 461,000 
men were employed in this business, and in 
1890 704.000. Now, my friends, don’t let the 
PopulistS get you away from this fact that 
all this incredse was upon a gold standard 
and it was only stopped by an attempt of the 
silver people to debase our standard, and 
if on the 3d of November this Populistic 
snake that is killing our credit is crushed, 
we may look for a development in the next 


ten years that will even surpass the devel- 


opment of the ten years I have just been 
speaking of. Give us an honest standard 
and goed credit and we wili outstrip the 
world, 

I trust I have shown conclusively to 
your minds the result of Mr. Bryan’s scheme 
cannot raise the price of silver, but it will 
drive our gold out of circulation, that it will 
contract our currency and produce a panic, 
that the pregent hard times are not caused 
by the gold standard, that our greatest de- 
velopments in the past have been when we 
were on that standard, and we can only hope 
for future developments by continuing it. 
This, however, is not the Populist idea. 
This talk about raising the price of silver 
was gotten up when the Populists thought 
they had some chance in the East and did 
not care to disturb ‘capital and invested in- 
terest. Long since they have given up this 
and now they talk about the large sums due 
the bondholders and creditors and that we 
must have a cheaper dollar with which to 
pay these debte. 


Wage-Earners Are Creditors. 
Who are the great creditors of this coun- 


| try? Not the Eastern bondholder that Bry- 


an in his wild trip over the country abuses. 


| The great creditor is the wage-earner. The 


country owes him more each month, many 
fold, than is due to all the bondholders. 
Take the railways of this country for an 
example; each year nearly $500,000,000 is 
paid out to their employés in wages. If 
you ad«pt the scheme of the Populist and 
debase your currency you take from these 
men more than $100,000,000. For twenty- 
five years you have toiled and worked in 
order to get your wages advanced to where 
they are now, and in one day if this scheme 
succeeds on the 3d of November you reduce 
your wages anywhere from 50 to 25 per cent. 
ou may ask me how this is done. Sim- 
ply-this: The result always, in any country, 
on the debasement of the standard is a rise 
in the cost of the necessaries of life. If 
tov’ay the dollar a day you are getting buys 
ten pounds of meat, and that meat goes up 
to 40 cents a pound, you get but five pounds 
with your dollar. If for a dollar a day you 
are buying twenty pounds of sugar, and its 
price goes up to 10 cents a pound, your dollar 
gets you but ten pounds, and you must either 
use less meat and sugar or you must get 
more pay. The history of the world proves 
conclusively, and ne one knows it better than 
the workingman, that the last thing to rise 
is wages. f 

In reference to rallway wages, it would 
be impossible in any event to get them in- 
creased. The same hand which proposes to 
debase the coinage proposes to reduce the 
railway rates. If it did not competition 
laws would fix them. The railways can earn 
no more, and it will be paid them in silver 
worth one-half the present prices. Most of

Tanner Talks on Altgeld. 


In his speech Capt. Tanner said in part: 

“The proper management of our State 
prisons deeply concerns all our people. The 
welfare of the State prisoners themselves, 
while presenting great problems for the 
philanthropist, is but one, and that not the 
most important, of the questions which 
grow out of the management of our prisons. 
In what I say upon this question I shall 
confine myself solely to the business aspects 
of the case and to the effect of the free and 
unlimited competition of convict labor with 
the free labor of the outside world. 

“In the proper solution of this question 
the factory hands of this State are deeply 
concerned; but ihe men and the companies 
whose capital is invested in the lines of 
manufacture Brought into this competition 
must also suffer all the evil results of a bad 
system, and are therefore only less interest- 
ed in the subject than the men they employ. 

“The great question to be auwswé@red in 
determining upon a system of prison man- 
agement, as I view it, is: How far should 
the matter of mere economy of State reve- 
nues and the relief of taxpayers from the 
burden of maintaining State prisoners be 
allowed to control as against the rights and 
interests of the free labor of the State and 
of the men whose capital furnishes that 
labor employment? I do not pretend that 
this is an easy question to answer. I know 
it has vexed the brain of wiser men than I, 
and that a solution perfectly satisfactory 
to all the interests involved has not yet 
been suggested. 


To Protect Society Against Crime. 


_“ Prisons are a part of the necessary ma- 
chinery of justice. To protect society against 
crime, we must have courts and officers: we 
must have a police force; we must, for great 
emergencies, have a militia system that can 
be called upon when ordinary agencies fail. 
As a part of this great machinery of justice, 
devoted to the protection of property and 
life and the preservation of the peace, we 
have our penitentiaries where convicted law- 
breakers can be confined. All this machinery 
is properly regarded as a charge upon the 
citizens, which they’ pay the expense of in 
exchange for protection. No part of these 
government agencies has ever been regarded 
as a legitimate source of revenue; rather the 
reverse. People expect to pay for them, 
rather than that they shall be used to pro- 
duce revenues for the State. The peniten- 
tiarles, where criminals are confined to keép 
them from preying upon society, ought Fot 
to be needlessly turned into engines for the 
degredation of free labor, any further, cer- 
tainly, than that result is unavoidable. In 
other words, the competition of prison made 
goods with the goods made by the honest and 
Sturdy wage-earners of the State, who have 
families to support, and who assume, with 
all of us, the burdens of good citizenship, 
ought certainly to be reduced to the mini- 
mum, if it cannot be entirely avoided. 
“Convict labor is to all intents and pur- 
poses slave labor. Its cost is the pittance 


with food and clothing. This food and cloth- 

ing is always cheap and coarse, and no lux-

Competition with Free Labor. 


“Prison labor is not highly efficient, but 
its immediate cost to the State being prac- 
tically nothing, and one which the State 
would have to meet just the same, whether 
the labor of the convict. was employed at 
all or not, it is evident no free laborer with 
& family could live on a plane above want, if 
subjected to unlimited competition with it. 
It is only the smallness’ of the prison labor 
product, as compared with the total product 
of the country, which renders s compe- 
tition with free laborers at aly endurable. 
If the output of prison labor ‘were ten or 
twenty times as much as it is today this 
question would be forced upon legislative 
attention in the same urgent manner that 
the question of cheap Chinese labor was, 
Which involved exactly the same principle. 
“It is worth while to remember that Gov. 
Altgeld, in his campaign for the Governor- 
ship four years ago, loudly proclaimed it as 
one of his highest objects to relieve the 
Wage-earners of this State from ruinous 
competition with the convict labor of our 
State penitentiaries. He distinctly said: 
*The free mechanic should not be compelled 
to work in competition with men behind 
prison walls.’ 

All through the campaign of 1892 Gov. 
Altgeld: went up and down the State, sharply

At a cost of about $25,000 he placed z. the 
Jollet prison a monster electrical engine, 
which furnishes four times the power be-

e very latest best machinery has been 
obtained in each department of manufacture. 
By this machinery the effectiveness of each 
prisoner has been greatly multiplied, and 
the output of his prison-made goods, when 
his plans are once in full operation, will be 
erormously increased. His prisoa at Joliet 
manufactures chairs, brooms, cigars, boots 
and shoes, harness, saddles, willow ware, 
casks and barrels, and prepared stone. His 
prison at Chester makés pearl buttons, knit 
goods, brick, hollow ware, and prepared 
stone. His chair plant at Joliet alone em- 
ploys 419 prisoners, and its product the-last 
year was very great. 
“ To make his prison labor more efficient, 
Tam told, he hires a class of non-prison ex- 
perts in each line of manufacture, paying 
them extra wages—higher wages than they 
could get outside—and by this means he is 
able to get more and better work out of the 
prisoners than he otherwise would, and is 
thus able to still further increase the com- 
petition. 


Extravagance Proven. 
His administration of the prisons has, in 
fact, been extravagant, as the following

“The worst thing about Gov. Altgeld's 
prison system is the manner in which he dis- 
poses of his prison-made goods. These 
goods are not put upon the market fairly 
and sold on their merits as prison products. 
Disguises are practiced. Certain persons 
or agents take these prison products and sell 
them under their own or some fictitious 
name. Traveling men hawk them about the 
State, and the competition with outside labor 
is thus made as sharp As possible. Parties 
are not even permitted to know they are buy- 
ing prison-made goods. 

All the terrible consequences of having 
the great State of Illinois, with its boundless 
resources, put into sharp competition with 
the manufacturing business of its citizens, is 
felt in many lines of trade. When the State 
meets an individual or a company in such a 
contest it is an unequal combat, and the re- 
sult is not doubtful. 

“If the State cannot get a high price it 
must take a low one. If it cannot sell ata 
If it cannot get 
cost it will sell at a loss, and trust to the 
taxpayers of the State to make good its 
deficit. Thus some of the very men and con- 
cerns, whose business the State ruins, may 
be called upon as taxpayers to make good 
the very loss at which the very goods were 
sold in competition with them. They are 
thus compelled to pay for the very poison 
that is presented to their lips. 

Whatever may be the difficulties of the 
subject—and I do not belittle them—all must 
admit that such a system is wrong in prin- 
ciple, and we know it has proved disastrous 
in practice, as many Illinois wage-earners 
anc business-men can testify. 

“To be more specific, I am credibly in- 
formed that the sharp competition of these 
prison made goods has broken down the 
prices of barrels and casks to an extent that 
the industry is practically destroyed in the 
City of Chicago. Many broom factories, in 
this State, have also had to shut down be- 
cause they could not compete with Gov. Alt- 
geld’s cheap broom factory down at Joliet. 
The same is true in other lines. 

Free Labor Shut Out of Employment. 
The Heywood-Morrill Rattan company, 
which manufactured chairs onthe West Side 
in Chicago, giving employment to 1,500 men, 
I am told, has had to reduce the number of 
its employés about one-half, and those that 
remain get far less wages per day than they 
did before Gov. Altgeld flung his cheap 
prison-made chairs upon the market. The 
Wakefield Rattan company of Chicago has 
had, for the same reason, to shut down en- 
tirely, throwing 700 men out of employment. 
J might go on and specify the disastrous 
consequences of this prison competition in 
other lines. For instance, Gov. Altgeld’s 
cheap prison-made cigars have caused bitter 
complaints from the cigarmakers of the 
State, and it seems the Governor has been 
at some trouble to get his product upon the 
market by stealth and under disguises which 
are fair neither to consumers nor to his free 
labor competitors. In the brick trade, sad- 
dlery and harness, boots and shoes, and other 
lines, there were the same bitter complaints. 
Prepared building stone is another prison 
product which comes in competition with the 
outside labor to a very large extent; and it 
has been alleged that Gov. Altgeld set all 
users of that product a good example by 
actually patronizing the prison stone factory 
when he came to purchase stone for his 
Unity Building in Chicago. That the prison 
stone was used in his building has never been 
disputed. If the Governor did not himself 
purchase it, neither did he take measures to 
prevent its purchase and use by his con- 
tractors in the mammoth building he built 
and controlled. 

„In a matter so difficult of solution, no 
candidate could safely, in advance, tie him- 
self down to a-particular policy. 

Executive Should Be Free to Act. 

“A Governor of Illinois should hold him- 
self free to adopt the policy that appepars 
best when: he comes to act. He is Governor 
of the whole people and eannot act for one 
interest alone. Secret promises made in 
closets during a campaign to different con- 
flicting interests, while highly reprehensible 
from a moral point of view, are also to be 
condemned on every ground of good politics. 
They return after election to plague the 
maker, as Gov. Altgeld has now found out. 
I have done and will do no such thing, even 
if convinced that my election depends upon 
it. 
Besides, no policy can be put in success- 
ful operation by a Governor alone without 
the cotiperation of the Legislature, it being 
the Governor’s province to *‘ recom- 
mend and not to legislate. Gov. 
Altgeld was able to induce his Democratic 
Legislature of 1893 to adopt his views and 
make appropriations for his extensive man- 
ufacturing plants at the Joliet prison. But 
it is worth while to note that the last Re- 
pubjican Legislature attached the following 
distinct proviso to the appropriation it made 
for the Joliet prison: 

Provided, that no part of this appro- 
priation shall ever be used in starting new 
industries or in purchasing machinery. for 
new industries in the penitentiary.’ 

A bad beginning sometimes creates the 
calamitous necessity of going on’ in the 
same direction. The State could not imme- 
diately abandon Gov. Altgeld’s prodigious 
scheme of manufactures at Joliet without a 
vast sacrifice. The results of enormous ex- 
penditures would, by immediate abandon- 
ment, be practically destroyed. On the other 
hand, if the Governor’s policy is pursued 
and developed on the vast foundations which 
he has laid at Joliet, the prison will finally 
turn out ten times as much product, fo be 
sold in competition with free labor, as it 
ever turned out before. The Governor pos- 
sesses a wonderful energy and ability, which 
I have always admired, and his plans are 
ecrrespondingly comprehensive. I confess 
I sometimes wish he would turn his great 
ability to better uses, or that he would 
really consecrate his vast powers to the 
welfare of the people, as he has so often 
promised to do. 4 

Labor Should Relieve Taxpayers. 

„The State prisoners cannot be main- 
tained in pampered idleness. Their health 
demands some work; and the burden of their 
support should be made as light as possible 
upon the taxpayers of the State. I am in- 
formed that in some other States the prison 
labor is wholly devoted to the production 
of State supplies. Illinois has a large num- 
ber of public institutions, which consume a 
large product for which the State pays cash, 
or did pay cash before cash payments were 
suspended under Gov. Altgeld. If the pris- 
oners could be put to manufacturing arti- 
cles for State consumption, while this would 
displace some of the product of free labor, it 
would be far less disastrous in its competi- 
tive consequences than the present system, 
under which runners go out and break down 
market prices; for although our prisons 
make only a small per cent of the total out- 
put of manufactures in their several lines 
they compel outside factories to meet their 
competition in the open market and come 
down to the level of convict labor prices. 
This would be avoided if a practicable plan 
could be devised to set out prison labor at 
work upon State supplies. How far such a 
scheme is workable will probably depend 
largely upon the adaptability of Goy. Alt- 
geld’s vast machinery to that end, or its ex- 
‘changeability for other machinery suitable

Graduates of American colleges and uni- 
versities from all parts of the United States 
were seated side by side with freshmen and 
„ preps from the institutions in and around 
Chicago. The “ coed” was there in all hér 
sweetness and all her glory, and the college 
yell, which had its origin in the enthusiasm 
incident to football victories, awoke the 
echoes whenever it had a chance to let itself 
out. :

Opens the First Meeting. 


Frank F. Pratt introduced E. J. Henning, 
Chairman of the National Campaign commit- 
tee of the league, as presiding officer. Mr. 
Henning said it gave him pleasure to open 
the first meeting planned by the committee 
in this epoch-making campaign in this the 
greatest city in America. He recited the 
history of the league of college clubs, and 
stated that through their activities the polit- 
ical complexion of many American colleges 
had been changed from free trade Democ- 
racy to protection and sound money. He 
looked upon this campaign as one in which 
college men should be particularly interested, 
and said as they left their class rooms to 
serve in the war, they were now bending 
their energies to help in rolling up a victory 
at the polls which should be a vindication of 
American honor and integrity; Mr. Hen- 
ning spoke earnestly and was warmly ap- 
plauded. 

W. Foster Burns of Princeton was the next 
speaker. He has charge of the work of the 
College Men’s Campaign committee in the 
department of Illinois and Missouri. Mr. 
Burns is a magnetic speaker, and while de- 
livering arguments on the main issue in the 
campaign with clearness and vigor, kept his 
hearers in good humor by frequent humorous 
illustrations. ~* 


Speech of W. F. Burns. 

He said: 

One William J. Bryan, the man with 
thirteen letters in his name, makes many 
speeches, but they are like untoa cat’s tail— 
they are soft and smooth, but when you get 
to the end of them there’s nothing there. 
Ask him the great question of this campaign. 
Ask him what is to be the condition of Amer- 
ican workingmen and American industries. 
He never answers you. He never can. 
Ask him if he wants us to go from a stable 
industrial basis, with a currency that is 
good the world over, to an unstable basis 
and a currency that is depreciated and hasa 
fluctuating standard, and what response does 
he make? He says: ‘I come to plead the 
holiest cause on earth, the cause of human- 
ity.” In his career he is like an evanescent 
comet with two tails, and his allies are wind 
and whiskers.”’ 

The speaker then went into history for 
statistics to show that with a depreciating 
currency wages of labor have never kept 
pace with rising prices. He said the clamor 
for fre coinage started in an agreement of 
gold and silver miners to seek that end. 
The silver miners would ask the government 
to stamp their product of $30,000,000 of silver 
so it would pass for $60,000,000, and the gold 
miners would get a chance, while their 
product was rising on the market, to pay 
their laborers in a depreciated and cheap- 
ened currency. 


H. F. Cochems Speaks. 


HI. F. Cochems of the University of Wis- 
consin was the next speaker. He is the 
author of Truth About Money,“ and de- 
voted the few minutes he was on the plat- 
form toa history of the effect upon labor of 
the financial legislation of the last thirty 
years, and a prospectus of what would en- 
sue in the event of Mr. Bryan’s election and 
the passage of a free coinage law. 

„The men who argue on the other side of 
this question,“ said he, raise the cry that 
gold has appreciated. They base their claim 
on the comparative prices of products, not on 
the just basis of a day’s labor and whata 
man can procure for the wages paid for a 
day’s labor. In arguing from the mere fact 
that prices have fallen they disregard all 
our progressive civiliza- 
tion. Why have prices fallen? Transporta- 
tion rates are only one-third what they were 
twenty years ago; the labor-saving cred: 
tions of inventive genius have made produc- 
tion easier; artisans in all industries have ac- 
quired greater skiil because means of intel- 
ligence are more accessible to them; there is 
greater facility of exchange; there is also 
one reason we all regret, occasioned by de- 
parting from the principles maintained by 
the Republican party—we have lost our for- 
eign market, and also our domestic market, 

‘Legislation of Thirty Years. 

„% Meanwhile, through the wise legislation 
of the Republican party during the last 
thirty years, what has been the fate of the 
standard of all commodities, labor, with re- 
spect to gold. Wages have risen 68 per cent 
since 1860, and prices of commodities have 
fallen, so that today one day’s labor will 
purchase 72 per cent more commodities than 
in 1860. No dollar is too good for the work- 
ingman, and he wants the dollar he has ha‘ 
for the last twenty years—a dollar that is 
more easily earned and will buy more of 
the necessities of life and comfort than any 
dollar he has ever had in all the history of 
labor.“ 

The speaker combatted the arguments set 
forth by free coinage advocates to the effect 
that what is needed is more money, a larger 
per capita circulating medium, by showing 
that the prosperity of a country depends not 
upon the amount of money in circulation, 
but its activity in circulation. He said the 
Argentine Republic, with $79 per capita, was 
impoverished and distressed in its industrial 
life; Spain, with $17 per capita, had heard 
the hour of 12 strike in her industrial career 
and was on the decline; while Bulgaria, with 
only $1.76 per capita, was, enjoying good 
times and was free from povVerty or distress. 


Address of Curtis Guild Jr. 
Mr. Guild, on being introduced, said in 


art: 

This is not a war of sections or of classes. 
National honor is not changed by longitude, 
nor is common. honesty the exclusive prop- 
erty of any exclusive class. The notion that 
this is a confederacy of viciously jealous 
States died foréver at Appomattox, and 
when our great soldier citizen said: ‘ Let 
us have peace,’ he meant not merely peace 
with honor, but peace with unity. 

It is just and right the woolen mills of 
Massachusetts and Rhode Island should be 
protected by a tariff; it is just and right the 
same protection should be extended to the 
wool-growers of Oregon and Michigan. The 
bank note that is issued in Arkansas must 
not be worthless in Illinois. The man who 
is punished for obtaining money under false 
pretenses in Connecticut must not be per- 
mitted to enjoy his ill-gotten gains in Texas. 

The money paid in rent to the great real 
estate landlords of this country must be no 
better than the money that is earned by 
their tenants. Throughout the Union, the 
dollar of Saturday night must be kept as 
good as the dolalr of dividend day. 

The demand for the free and unlimited 
coinage of sliver at the ratio of 16 to 1is but 
a cloak for a deadlier doctrine. The assault 
upon the medium of exchange is but the 
first step in a war against the private owner- 
ship of property. Every man who advocates 
the first is not, of course, advocating the sec- 
ond, but every man who advocates the sec. 
ond is today supporting the first. 

Mr. Bryan in not one of his speeches, not 
even the thirty printed pages read at New 
York, has defined the meaning of the free 
and unlimited coinage of silver at the ratio 
of 16 to 1. Not once. It means that all sil- 
ver brought to the mints of the United States 
shall be stamped into dollars, free of charge, 
and returned to the owner of the silver. 
Those dollars are to contain sixteen times 
as many grains of fine silver as a gold 
dollar contains grains of fine gold, and al- 
though . silver, owing to the enormous 
increase in supply, has dropped in 
value until it is only one-thirty-second 
as, valuable as gold, these pieces of silver,

of the habitable globe. 

„Between 1873 and 1892 we paid off $1,000,- 
000,000 dollars of our national debt, we re- 
duced taxation in every form, we increased 
the average American citizen’s consumption 
of wheat, of corn, of coffee, of wool, of cot- 
ton, of every American staple. We increased 
the per capita expenditure for public schools. 
We doubled the amount spent by each person 
in postage stamps. We nearly doubled the 
average deposit in the savings banks, and we 
more than trebled the total deposits in those 
savings banks. We did all this on a gold 
basis, and with a tariff sufficiently high to 
maintain our revenue above our expendi- 
tures. We propose to return to that policy. 


Demand Not a New One. 


“This demand for a 50-cent dollar is no 
new thing. It is as old as coining itself. In 
medieval France it was a pewter substitute 
for silver. In more modern England it was 
the lightweight shilling. Both hurt the 
merchants, both caused trouble in the 
houses of the rich, but the house to which 
they brought starvation was the cottage of 
the poor. All nations, England included, 
have tried this silver standard. Almost 
every civilized nation has abandoned it. 

1 will not believe that my countrymen 
are less intelligent than the fellaheen of 
Egypt and the Aurucanian Indians of Chile. 
I will not believe that an educated Nation 
will believe that size is better than value. 
I will not believe that an honest Nation will 
repudiate half its national debt. The nation 
that stamps its coins ‘In God We Trust’ 
will never invite commercial and moral ruin 
by accepting as the basis of every transac- 
tion, public or private, a degraded dollar, 
whose very title would be a lie.“ 


JOHN A. WALLER AT BATTERY D. 
Ex-Consul Makes a Piea for Protec- 
tion and Sound Money. 

John A. Waller, ex-Consul of the United 
States to Madagascar, addressed an audi- 
ence of 800 people in Battery D Armory last 
night in the interest of McKinley and sound 
money. The meeting was held under the 
auspices of the Colored Republican Council 
of Cook County. J. W. E. Thomas acted as 

Chairman. 

Mr. Waller was accorded a rousing recep- 
tion when he arose to speak. He said he was 
particularly pleased to have this opportunity 
to speak in the interest of McKinley} protec- 
tion, and sound money. He called to mind 
the promises made by Bryan and his friends 
in 1892, when they called for the repegg ot the 
McKinley bill and the wiping out & the 
Sherman purchasing act. That was to have 
brought the country the peace, prosperity, 
and plenty it never got.

Ogden, Utah, Sept. 26.—The Republican 
State convention met here today and nom- 
inated Lafayette Holbrook of Provo for Rep- 
resentative in Congress by a vote of 242 to 
227 for J. E. Booth. Holbrook was nomi- 
nated by the Independent Republican con- 
vention at Salt Lake on Thursday last. His 
nomination by today’s convention harmon- 
izes the two factions of the Republican party 
so far as Representatives are concerned, 


and will probably lead to harmony on the 
legislative ticket. . 


GOV. ALTGELD TALKS AT STREATOR, 


Scores the Preachers for Their Stand 
on the Money Question. 


Streator, III., Sept. 26.—[Special.]—Gov. 
Altgeld addressed between 4,000 and 5,00@ 
people at the public park here this after- 
noon. He confined himself exclusively to 
the money question and scored the preach- 
ers for“ their apparent sympathy with the 
creditor rather than the debtor class.”’. 

The audience was undemonstrative, the 
applause being light until the close, when 
he was given a hearty cheer. 

He referred to Mr. McKinley’s phrase of 
opening the mills to labor,“ and gave it 
as his opinion that they could not stay open 
long unless the mints were opened to silver 
at the same time. He illustrated the effect 
of the decline in pric#s on our national debt 
by wheat, and said at while a whole gen- 
eration had been ying on the debt, 
it would take more bushels of wheat to pay 
the balance than would have sufficed to 
pay it all twenty years ago. This decline 
benefited only the clippers of coupons, 
whose interest grew in purchasing power 
in a degree proportionate with the slump 
in prices. He laid special emphasis on the 
point that this decline was brought about 
by legislative enactment, and not by the 
normal operations of business or by reason 
of supply and demand. 

Law. he said, cut off the supply and in- 
creased the demand, and as the paralysis 
of industry was brought about by law, it 
can be remedied only by the same means. 
Restore bimetallic prices, and bimetallic 
prosperity will follow. In this connection 
he read a letter from Prince Bismarck,which 
he construed to be favorable to bimetallism, 
and encouraging the United States to go it 
alone. 

Referring to the effect of remonetization 
on wages, he said that it was an unvarying 
law of. economics that wages must follow 
prices, and that if prices continued low 
wages must inevitably fall. He admitted 
that necessaries of life would be higher to 
the workingman, but that he could better 
afford to buy them. With industrial activity, 
he said, the laborer could be relied on to 
take care of himself. e 


WHEELMEN WILL PARADE MONDAY. 


Demonstration Is Postponed on Ac- 
count of the Weather. 

The parade of McKinley wheelmen which 
was to have taken place last evening was 
postponed by order of Chief of Staff Frank 
W. Moulton on account of the unfavorable 
weather. The promoters of the parade said 
last evening they expected to see a turnout 
of 25,000 wheelmen on Monday.

Bath, Me., Sept. 26—The Bryan party 
reached Bath at 7 o’clock and was driven 
directly to Mr. Sewall’s home. The big 
meeting of the night was held in Custom- 
House square. The entire population turned 
out to meet the train. Cannon were dis- 
charged and there were fireworks all around. 

Information reached the Bryan party 
today that the newspapers had printed a 
story to the effect that Mr. Bryan had de- 
manded the withdrawal of John Boyd 
Thacher from the head of the State ticket in 
New York, this action having been deter- 
mined upon at a conference between Bryan 
and Bernard York in Brooklyn last week. 
Mr. Bryan was plainly surprised when ap- 
proached on the subject, but his only an- 
swer was: You may say that Mr. Bryan 
refuses to discuss New York politics.” 

At the evening meeting here Mr. Bryan 
and Mr. Sewall appeared on the platform 
together. When Mr. Sewall stepped to the 
front to introduce his running mate a great 
roar went up from the crowd. When Mr. 
Bryan finished his speech there was a great 
demonstration. Mr. Sewall said, in intro- 
ducing Mr. Bryan: . 

J have brought the great leader of 
Democracy to the greatest meeting ever 
held in Maine. He represents the people of 
the country. He represents a principle 
which ts dear to a vast majority of the peo- 
ple of this country.“ 


Bryan Speaks at Sewall’s Heme. 

After a few compliments to Mr. Sewall 
Mr. Bryan went direct into his argument. 
He said: 

„We are not for free coinage to help the 
mine owner, or because silver is produced 
in the United States. We would be as heart- 
ily in favor of free coinage if not an ounce 
had been produced in the United States. 
We are for gold as weil as for silver, but 
hold that gold should not demand a monop- 
oly of coinage. If silver were given free 
coinage and gold were excluded we would be 
for the free coinage of gold. Any money 
that is legal tender and will pay debts and 
taxes, whether it be gold, or silver, or green- 
backs, is good enough for us.“ 

Mr. Bryan then proceeded with an argu- 
ment on the science of money, in the course 
of which a man in the audience said: 

If you buy silver at the present price, 
how much can you get it made into money 
for under free coinage?“ 

Mr. Bryan— Under the present law you 
could not have it coined at all. [A voice: 
Answer the question.“ 

Jam going to. Under the present law 
you could not have it cained at all, but under 
the free coinage of silver you can’t find a 
man fool enough to sell you the silver at 
less than the coinage value.”’ 

A voice: But the government stands 
back of it.“ : 

Mr. Btryan—‘‘ The Treasury “would not 
back silver any more than it backs gold. 
That is the gold standard idea, that you have 
got to back something. Bimetallism gives 
you two moneys which back themsef¥es.”” 


RECEPTION IN NEW ENGLAND. 
Yankees Fire Questions at the Popo- 
eratic Candidate. 

Nashua, N. H., Sept. 26:—The endeavor of 
the New Englanders to make amends for 
the cold reception given William J. Bryan 
at New Haven has been no better illustrated 
than it was when the train pulled into Low- 
ell at 9:15 this morning. The depot plat- 
form was crowded with howling humanity. 


The train stopped five minutes, and although 


it was the intention of the nominee to speak 
the demonstration was so great that he did 
not have time to address them after the 
applause had subsided. 

The baggage car attached to the rear of 
the train was utilized as a platform. Mr. 
Bryan and Mr. Sewall stood arm in arm in 
the doorway. There were many such cries 
as Welcome to Lowell!“ „Our Next Pres- 
ident!“ but the one which created the great- 
est enthusiasm was shouted out by a big 
coal-heaver, This is not New Haven, Mr. 
Bryan, this is Lowell.“ 

Just before the train started quiet was 
restored and Mr. Bryan told them that he 
did not have time to discuss any questions, 
and then as the train pulled away he added: 
„But we're glad to see you.“ 

When Mr. Bryan, standing on the platform 
of the train, arrived at the first stop in New 
Hampshire, Nashua was out to givé tne 
three-time nominee a hearty greeting, and 
Nashua accomplished its purpose. 

Short speeches were made by Mr. Bryan 
and Mr. Sewall, which were heartily ap- 
pleuded. . 


Speech at Manchester, N. H. 


Amid much applause, and interrupted by 
questions by Rockwell Clough of Alton, N. 
H., a prominent wire manufacturer, Mr. 
Bryan addressed a very large crowd on Mer- 
rimac Common at Manchester. He said: 

‘“‘ Fellow-Citizens: We are told that the 
free coinage of silver will be detrimental to 
those who have deposits in savings banks. 
I want you people who have money deposited 
in savings banks to remember this—that your 
deposits are secure only when the banks can 
ecllect the money which they have loaned, 
and if you lend money on Western land and 
then drive down the value of Western land, 
you are destroying the securities which the 
banks hold for what they owe you.“ 

Mr. Bryan then went into a discussion of 
the silver question proper. He severely ar- 
raigned trusts and monopolists and declared 
the people were on the side of silver, and 
added: “Silver is a legal tender except 
when you contract against it. We believe it 
ought to be a legal tender and that hereafter 
no man ought to be permitted to contract 
against any kind of government money. 

„ But, if our administration would recog- 
nize silver even as it is, by law, we will be 
relieved of great disadvantages. But in- 
stead of recognizing silver as a standard 
money equal with gold in the payment of all 
debts, public and private, our administra- 
tion has issued bonds to the amount of $262,- 
000,000 to buy gold in order to ftr- 
nish it to those who make a profit by raiding 
the Treasury, and then buying the bonds 
which the Treasury issues to replenish it- 
self.“ f 

Questioned by a Yankee. 

At this point Rockwell Clough of Alton, 
N. H., started to propound interrogatories. 
Said he: 

„Is that a Republican administration?“ 

„No, sir; but the Republican administra- 
tion will continue the same thing and every 
prominent Republican indorses that system. 
John Sherman says that Grover Cleveland’s 
financial policy is all right, and John Sher- 
man runs the Republican party. Thomas 
B. Reed voted for the approval of the Roth- 
schild contract’ when he was in Congress. 
I am not surprised that Republicans do not 
like to bear the odium of the present finan- 
cial policy, but they had a chance to repudi- 
ate it at St. Louis, but instead of doing it 
they said it must continue forever unless 
foreigners help us out.” 

„They tell us that if we use silver as a 
standard money for the payment of all the 
Gebts of the government gold will go to 
a premium. In France they have more silver 
per capita than we have in the United States, 
and yet the French Government does not al- 
low itself to be bulldozed and intimidated by 
the few financiers.” [{Applause.] 

Here again Mr. Clough interrupted Mr. 
Bryan, saying: “If you want the people to 
have slr why don't you give it to them 
at the market value?“ 

Mr. Bryan—“ I am glad to have questions 
asked. When a man is defending the truth 
no question can embarrass him. The gen- 
tleman asks why we don't want silver coined 
at the market ratio. I will answer it first 
this way: The men who object to free coin- 
age at 16 to 1. and talk about another ratio, 
are not honest, because they would not have 
free coinage at any ratio. Let me show you. 
There isn’t a prominent man in the United 
States who is advocating free silver by this 
country alone at any ratio but 16 to 1. When 
men find fault with 16 to 1 they are putting 
up a sham bulwark, and when you knock 
that down they get behind another one, be- 
cause, my friends, these men are not in 
earnest. 

„Let me answer it in another way. We 
are opposed to changing the ratio because

PLANS FOR SECURING PURE WATER. 


Mayor Swift and Commissioner Kerr 
Will Have Documents Ready for 
the Couneil Tomorrow, 


Mayor Swift hopes to have his message on 
the water question ready to present to the 
Council tomorrow evening. He is convinced 
the immediate extension of all water tunnels 
to the four-mile limit is imperative, and be- 
lieves the work can be completed in eighteen. 
months. Then, he says, when the drainage 
canal and its intercepting sewers are com- 
pleted, and all sewage turned away from the 
lake, the city will have pure drinking water 
for all time to come. 

Superintendent of Sewers Clausen says 
the probable cost of putting in a system of 
intercepting sewers in the territory north of 
Fullerton avenue on the south of Thirty-fifth 
street will be $2,000,000. This figure is sev- 
eral millions less than any other estimate 
ever made. If the work can be done for this 
amount the Mayor is in favor of having 
the sewers put In as soon as possible. The 
special assessments could be confirmed by 
the courts, and the work completed within 
four years. This is the opinion of the Law 
Department. The Drainage Board has re- 
fused to pay for these sewers, and the ex- 
pense will have to be met by the taxpayers. 

Commissioner Downey yesterday ordered 
the two-mile intake at Lake View closed. 
In the future water will be taken from the 
old crib, one mile from shore, as the water 
at this point is purer than farther oug 

Commissioner of Health Kerr expects to 
have his new water ordinance ready for pre- 
sentation to the Council tomorrow night. 
It will give the health officers authority to 
compel hotel and restaurant keepers to fur- 
nish their patrons pure drinking water.

urge the placing of efficient filters in all the

FOR GOVERNOR DECLINES. a

Notification Committee Visite Him at 
Albany and Hears His Reasons for 
Not Accepting the Nomination He 
Se Lans Sought<—Ne Copy of the 
State Platferm Had Ever Deen sub- 
mitted te Him-—His Views on Fi- 
mance Not Changed. 


Albany, N. T., Sept. 26.—[Special.}—John 
Boyd Thacher is once more .quiside the 
breastworks, but he is safe from the enemy. 
He has decitned to run for Governor on the 
Popocratic ticket, and his close friends are 
congratulating him on his lucky escape of 
being the worst beaten man who ever ran for 
Governor. 

The Popocrats in this State, even the most 
conservative, admit the State will go as 
heavily Republican as it did two years ago. 
There are estimates and bets that the Re- 
publican plurality will reach 400,000, John 
Boyd Thacher thought he conld stem this 
tide; even today he entertains the belief that 
he could win out. His straddling letter of 
last week arrayed both gold and silver men 
against him. It was his intention today 
when the Notification committee waited 
upon him to declare for silver. But Senator 
Hill and Justice D. Cady Herrick, who have 
been conducting Thacher’s canvass, Induced 
fim to decline the nomination. A week ago 
he made publio his straddling letter against 
the wishes of both. Today, greatly against 
his own wishes, he penned his declination, 
and then read it before the committee, which 
he met by appointment in the Kenmore 
Hotel. 


Wants ‘State Issues Only. 

In order to strengthen his position 
Thatcher said of the Buffalo platform: 
“There has never been submitted to me a 
press copy, a manuscript copy, or any other 
copy of the proposed platform. If any one 
has been intrusted with the duty of present- 
ing such a copy, the trust has not been ful- 
filled. I had no reason to expect after the 
convention at Saratoga and after the at- 
titude of the dclegates from New York in 
the national convention, the next State con- 
vention would commit the Wemocratic party 
unreservedly to all parts of the Chicago plat- 
form, 1 addressed a communication to the 
State committee at the earliest moment 
consistent with maturing my thoughts, and 
two days before its meeting in New York. 
In that communication I stated that my 
views on the financial question had not 
changed since I had publicly uttered them 
at the State convention in June and that 1 
assumed my nomination was made with 
the expectation on the part of the conven- 
‘tion that as the Governor of the State of 
New York has absolutely no official connec- 
tion with the question of national finance, 
I could make the contest upon certain clear- 
ly defined State issues, which I then enume- 
rated and which I deemed vital and dom- 
mant.“ 

His Views Not Changed. . 

Then Thacher said: “ While I had not 
sought the nomination or requested a single 
delegate to give me his support, I was will- 
ing and eager to contend against that sys- 
tem of ‘bossism’ which is today in con- 
trol of the public affairs of the State of New 
York. I was prepared to organize the Dem- 
ocratic party from one end of the State to 
the other on a line of battle against that 
system and to wage an unremitting and vig- 
orous warfare.” 

Thacher has been the standing candidate 
for the Democratic nomination for Gov- 
ernor fer the last ten years, and he has 
moved everything movable to attain that 
end. He landed at last, but, like everything 
else he embarked in, made a sad muddle 
of it, and has made the Popocratic machine 
wobble as it has never wobbled before. 

“T believe in the good old doctrine of the 
joint free and equal use of silver and gold.“ 
he said in his remarks today.

Willing to Make Sacrifices. 

His speech was concluded in these words: 
J inherited, with a patriotic love of coun- 
try, a profound and loyal affection for the 
Democratic party. When men revile it I 
want the more to hold it fast. Men who 
wander at will from one party to another, 
who have no political ties which temporary 
discontent will not break, cannot under- 
stand this sentiment. My party can demand 
of me no honorable sacrifice I will not 
make. It can ask of me no duty I will not 
perform. My best usefulness now will be 
humbly to remain within its ranks and give 
such powers as I possess to strengthening 
its pillars and establishing its bulwarks.”’ 

Wilber F. Porter, the nominee for Lieu- 
tenant-Governor, did not come here, as was 
expected, but telegraphed to the committee 
his declination of the nomination would be 
in New York by Monday evening, when the 
State committee meets. 

Mayor Thacher entertained the notifica- 
tion committee, which was headed by Ber- 
nard J. York, at the Kenmore, and its mem- 
bers left for New York tonight. The belief 
then was that Porter would be elevated to the 
first place on the ticket, and that Elliot 
Danforth or Congressman Wimam Sulzer 
would be named for the second place. 

The Popocrats of New York are in sore 
straits. In fact, their organization has gone 
to pieces. The gold Democrats tried to start 
a movement for the indorsement by the 
Democratic State committee of Daniel G. 
Griffin, who was nominated for Governor in 
Brooklyn on Thursday as an out-and-out 
gold candidate, but the plan failed.

SAYS HOPKINS IS AN EMBEZZLER. . 


BLOW OPEN A BIG SAFE. 


BURGLARS SECURE $500 FROM W. M. 
JAMES 4 BRO. 


Heavy Charge of Nitro-Glycerize 
Hurls.the Iron Door Through ®& 
Window and Partially Wrecks the 
Coal Office—Patrolmen Boyle Pur- 
sues the Fleeing Robbers and Shots 
Are Exchanged, but Without Dam- 
age—Men Escape with Their Booty. 


Two men pried open the door to the coal 
officee of William H. James & Bro., No. 5281 
South Halsted street, early yesterday morn- 
ing, blew open the safe with nitro-glycerine, 
ter firing sev- 
eral shots at a policeman who pursued them, 

Such a large amount of explosive was 
used the building was partially wrecked 
and afterwards took fire. The safe door was 
hurled through a window, and the burglars 
were forced to make a hasty exit before 
they had time to secure all the money in 
the safe. ae 

The coal office is a small, one-story frame 
structure, situated by the side of the Pan- 
handle railroad tracks. When the propri- 
etors left the place on Friday evening they 
locked several hundred dollars in the safe. 
The latter is a large affair of the old style, 
and occupied one corner of the room. 
The burglars entered the office through 
a rear door, which they pried open, and 
from all appearances they must have 
worked on the safe for some time. The 
combination on the door was knocked off 
and two small holes were drilled by the sfde 
of the handle. In their hurry to escape the 
burglars left a number of tools, and these 
are in possession of the police. 

Policeman Boyle of the Stock-Yards Sta- 
tion was patrolling his beat in the vicinity 
of the coal office when he heard an explosion. 
Thinking a boiler in some factory had burst 
he hurried in the direction of the sound. 
As he arrived at the coal office he saw two 
men run from the place, and at the same 
time he noticed that the office was partly 
wrecked and on fire. 

The burglars ran south along the Pan- 
handle tracks, and when Boyle ordered them 
to halt they turned and fired three shots at 
him. He returned the fire, but on account of 
the darkness the bullets went wild and the 
men ran along a number of freight cars and 
disappeared. 

When the police entered the office they 
found books and papers scattereed about the 
floor, and the office desk and furniture were 
partly demolished. A part of the money 
which .the burglars did not have time to 
gather up was still scatered about the floor, 
and it was found that the telephone wires 
had beeen cut and newspapers had been 
placed over the windows. 

After making a thorough examination of 
the place and checking up, William James, 
a member of the firm, declared that $500 had 
been taken. 


ENFORCED IDLENESS ENDS IN DEATH. 


Josie Holloren Expires in Her Bed, 
Worried to the Last by Lack 
of Work. 


After suffering for nine months from nerv- 
ous prostration through worry on account 
of being unable to work and assist in car- 
ing for her mother and sister, Josie Holloren, 
No., 5543 Wright ‘street, was found dead in 
bed on Friday morning, apparently from 
heart disease. 

The young woman had been idle for nine 
months, after working as a seamstress for 
seven years and one month with one firm. 
She broke down under the strain. With a 
younger sister, Nellie, whose health is deli- 
cate, she was the support of her aged mother, 
Mrs. Margaret Holloren, her father being 
dead. 

During the last two months, when tempo- 
rarily demented, she made two attempts to 
end her life.

REACHES THE RIPE OLD AGE OF 102. 


Martin Gordon Dies at Galena Aftera 
Life Over a Century Long— 
Death of Jonas H. More. 


Galena, III., Sept. 26.—[{Special.]—Martin 
Gordon, the oldest person in Galena, died at 
the home of his son-in-law, John Gallagher, 
today. His age was 102 years. He was a 
native of Ireland, coming to Galena directly 
from that country in 1840.

Evil Days for British Poets. 


British poets have clearly fallen upon evil 
days. It has become an open secret that 
Alfred Austin is practically under an in- 
junction to preserve silence. Sir Edwin 
Arnold recently burst forth in a long, ex- 
uberant ode on the subject of the Queen’s 
reign having exceeded in length all others in 
English history, and he sold it unconditional- 
ly to the man who manages a publication 
called The Salon. This person, however, 
has other strings to his bow, and he used the 
poem as a centerpiece for a big page collec- 
tion of advertisements of cigars, carpets, 
sewing machines, etc., which he published 
on Thursday in every London daily. Sir 
Edwin denounces this publicly as a literary 
outrage, which, perhaps, it is, but the 
cynical metropolitan press is inclined to 
view the conjunction as remarkably appro- 
priate. , 

The Queen herself, for some curious rea- 
son, has seemed all along rather to resent 
the popular impulse to celebrate this an- 
niversary of her ascent to the throne as a 
unique event, but despite all the cold water 
which the court could throw the date was 
seized on everywhere, not only here, but in 
the far-off colonies, as an occasion for 
demonstrations of loyal interest and devo- 
tion of such impressive volume in the ag- 
gregate that her Majesty was forced to 
make a kind of grudging acknowledgment 
of her thanks. A quaint reason was given 
me by a relative of one of her court ladies 
a while ago for this royal shrinking of the 
celebration. It was to the effect that the 
Queen, at heart a vehement Jacobite, holds 
the elder pretender to have been truly King 
of England as James III., and she feels that 
as he survived his father sixty-fours years 
his reign was longer than hers has been. 
I give this as it was given to me, with no 
comment save that numerous other fads 
about the Stuarts which the Queen undoubt- 
edly cherishes are not a whit less singular. 

Bismarck’s Knowledge Questioned. 

Both here and in Germany the report that 
Bismarck’s views on bimetallism are treat- 
ed as of importance by any section of the 
American people is received in a mirthful 
spirit. 

Bismarck’s hopeless ignorance on all finan- 
cial questions made him the butt of two 


generations of his parliamentary associates 


whenever he essayed to talk on them. 18 
speeches on these subjects used to be filled 
with maddened retorts to men who critl- 
cized him. While it was true, he would 
say, that, as a nobleman, he had not been 
trained in the small tricks of trade and 
money counting, yet he had the Emperor 
behind him, and that was more important 
than any so-called economic principle. His 
commercial wars with his neighbors and 
his grotesquely unequal systems of domestic 
taxation have done more toward making 
the social Democrats the largest single 
party in Germany than all other causes 
combined. 

He knows no more today about the silver 
question than Secretary Carlisle does about 
the family arrangements regulating the 
Saxe-Altenburg succession,, and, no one in 
Europe, not even among his most heated 
partisans, would dream of regarding him 
as an authority on that or any other fiscal 
question under the sun. 

Two More Cardinals. 


It is reported as on authority that at the 
November consistory Archbishop Walsh of 
Dublin and the Dominican Father Gasquet 
will be made Cardinals. The latter prelate 
is one of the best of the English 
Catholic writers, and his history of 
the suppression of the monasteries 
is a really invaluable work. He has 
a charming personality as well, though his 
achievements seem hardly In the line of the 
red hat. As for Dr. Walsh, I printed six 
years ago in these dispatches extracts from 
Mer. Persico’s private reports from Ireland 
to the Vatican, which came to me by way of 
Cardinal Manning's household, and in which 


Mer. Persico repeatedly declared that Dr. | 
Walsh was lacking in spiritual qualities, and 
that he paid too much attention to politics 


and too little to the souls of himself and his 
fiock. This was about the only opinion of 
Mer. Persico’s which Rome really accepted 
as its own, and it will be very interesting in- 
deed to see if it has been altered. It must 
be admitted, though, that latterly, in fact 
ever since he committed the fatal blunder 
of assisting Dillon and O’Brien to seize and 
wreck the Freeman’s Journal, Dr. Walsh has 
been as silent as a mouse in Irish politics.

As I predicted last week the pretense that 
there was any chance of extraditing Carney 
and Haines has been openly abandoned, and 
the show of trying to get Tynan has lapsed 
into empty humbug.

BAND OF OTTAWA INDIANS MAKE A RAID 


But fora Timely Warning They Would 
Have Exterminated a Peaceful 
Party of Chippewas. 


Sault Ste. Marie, Mich., Sept. 25.—[Spe- 
cial.}—A genuine raid occurred on Wednes- 
day at Potaganissing, on historie Drum- 
mond Island. The news is just received, but 
it is fully vouched for by eye-witnesses. 

At daylight on the morning in question 
the inhabits of Potaganissing were dis- 
turbed by a succession of shrill and terrify- 
ing warwhoops, punctuated by the roar of 
small arms. 

There was a large party of Indian war- 
riors in the bay, about fifty in all, in birch 
bark canoes. The warriors were in full un- 
dress, their faces and bodies being grotesque- 
ly decorated ‘with red, black, and green pig- 
ments. They were naked with the excep- 
tion of a small breech cloth. 

Some of them had moccasins, others were 
barefooted, and their heads were all adorned 
with eagle feathers, characteristic of the 
Indian head-dress of years ago. 

They were armed with guns, revolvers, 
hatchets, and knives, and kept up an in- 
cessant fusillade. In a few minutes the in- 
vaders landed. 

Discretion was the better part of valor for 
the inhabitants, part of whom took to the 
woods, others getting into their log houses 
and barricading the doors as quickly as 
possible, when the character of the invaders 
first became apparent to them. By the time 
the raiders touched the shore the peaceable 
Indians were under cover, and the most of 
them were well out of harm’s way. The 
strangers, still keeping up a running fire 
and whooping until the welkin rang, pro- 
ceeded without ado to accomplish what 
destruction they could. They banged away 
windows with their guns, hurled big stones 
at the doors, threw down and set fire to 
birch bark wigwams, of which there were 
several, stole everything of value which they 
could carry away, and demolished what 
they could not take, even destroying the 
meager crops of potatoes in several places. 

It was not the fault of the invaders that 
great bodily injury was not inflicted by 
them. Those in the houses, by occasional 
well-directed shots, kept the raiders away 
from their immediate vicinity. 

The invaders belonged to the Ottawa tribe, 
which is scattered throughout lower Canada. 

The reason for the foray was easy to de- 
termine by the Chippewas. Bad blood has 
existed, between the two nations for many 
years, dating from the time of a big battle in 
which the Ottawas were badly whipped. 
From remarks dropped by the latter, their 
object was to revenge the old-time humil- 
lation to which they had been subjecied. 
They were also in search of O-sha-gus-da-co- 
way-qua, a Chippewa medicine woman, 
whom they allege cast a spell on the Ottawas 
a number of years ago, since which time 
many of their best braves have met mys- 
terlous deaths. It was the expressed inten- 
tion of the invaders to kill the Indian woman 
if they could find her. 

Before leaving the Ottawas stated they 
would returin next week with a larger party 
and exterminate all the Chippewas they 
could find.

Alarmed at Increasing Retired List. 


The large number of Generals and other 
high Prussian officers who have been placed 
on the retired list since the late army 
maneuvers has led the Vossische Zeitung to 
point out that since the accession of Em- 
peror William 546 Prussian Generals have 
been retired, and that 276 retired Generals 
are. still living from before his accession, 
adding that altogether 757 Prussian Gen- 
erals are drawing pensions. 

Other newspapers, including even some of 
the Conservative organs, are joining in the 
complaint, and stating that the average age 
of the retired Generals is reduced every year. 
This year it is 55 years of age, against 63 
in 1890. 

Another ge list of. retirements is expect- 
ed within a fortnight, and it is considered 
certain that the Reichstag will this winter 
take the matter up. The Budget Commis- 
sion will insist that full light be shed upon 
the matter, and will ask for guarantees 
that the rejuveration era will be closed be- 
fore the commission passes the next military 
budget. 

Moreover, there is considerable indigna- 
tion at the fact that the Emperor has highly 
decorated the three chiefs of his military 
Cabinet, Hahnke, Plessen, and Arnim, and 
that the bill providing for reform in mili- 
tary trials has again been sent to the Min- 
ister of War in order to revise it and frame 
it more in accordance with his Majesty’s 
wishes and less in accordance with popular 
wishes. The bill itself will not reach the 
Reichstag until late in the session. 


Work for the Bundesrath. 


The Bundesrath will meet early in October, 
and the Colonial Council assembles on Oct. 
13. The latter will devote special attention 
to bringing about the cessation of slavery 
in the colonies and the organization of crim- 
inal tribunals there. 


Russian Tariffs Worry Germany. 


The Foreign Office has resolved to renew 
the order forbidding the handling of Russian 
Government paper on the German bourses 
unless the Russian Government abandons 
its hostile tariff measures against German 
exports. Such an order was issued by Prince 
Bismarck in 1887 and remained in force until 
1894. In the meanwhile less serious retalia- 
tory tariff measures are being planned and 
the prohibition against the import of Rus- 
sian cattle, hogs, etc., will be rigorously en- 
forced. 


Emperor Buys a Chateau. 


Emperor William has purchased a chateau 
at Abenberg, Bavaria, from Herr Anton 
Schott, the famous tenor, for 350,000 marks. 
His Majesty intends to spend part of each 
autumn in shooting there. 


Trade Secret Is Mastered. 


Artificial teeth have been hitherto chiefly 
imported into Germany from America and the 
Prussian Government has spent 50, 000 marks 
in experiments to discover the methods of 
American manufacture. A chemist named 
Weinand lately succeeded in making teeth 
closely resembling the American article and 
a large factory at Pforzhein is now engaged 
in manufacturing them. 

Report on Trichinosis. 

The first official report of trichinosis in 
American hog products in Germany will be 
published next February.

PRISONER IN THE SULTAN’S PALACE. 


Germans Alone Refused Protection 
During Armenian Massacres. 

The Daily News correspondent at Berlin 
says: “‘I learn from a Greek source in 
Constantinople that the Sheik Ul-Islam has 
been for some days a prisoner in the Sultan’s 
palace. The latter suspects him of seek- 
ing io dethrone him and of complicity in 
the recent troubles.” 

The Constantinople correspondent of the 
Novoe Bremya, published at St. Petersburg, 
says that during the massacres in Constan- 
tinople, alone among the embassies the Ger- 
man closed its gates and refused protection 
to the Armenians in order to preserve its 
prestige at the Yilddiz Palace. 

A Berlin dispatch to the Times reports 
that the Frankfurter Zeitung’s Constanti- 
nople correspondent confirms the report 
that the Russian Black Sea fleet has been 
cruising since Monday at the mouth of the 
Bosphorus. Communication with the Rus- 
sian Embassy at Duyukbere is maintained 
by carrier pigeons. 

The Chronicle announces that the Porte 
has forbidden the circulation of any foreign 
newspapers mentioning Mr. Gladstone’s 
speech delivered at Liverpool on Thursday. 

The Rome correspondent of the Chronicle 
says that Mgr. Bonetti, the apostolic dele- 
gate at Constantinople, after making the 
Pope acquainted with the situation there, 
has just returned to Constantinople with a 
letter from the Pope to the Sultan expreas- 
ing his grief at the massacres and implor- 
ing future security for Christians. 

The Duke of Westminster has received a 
dispatch from Philippopolis announcing that 
the Town of Eguin has been wiped out, and 
that massacres have occurred in the regions 
around Kharput and Cesarea (Kaliseriea). 
There have been over 10,000 forced converts 
to Islam around Van. 

The remarkable violence of the English 
agitation, which has been conducted against 
the Sultan, is shown by. the character of 
the epithets which have been hurled at him 
by the usually moderate-speaking English 
people. Mr. Gladstone’s epithet of The 
Great Assassin seems to have set the fash- 
ion, the Duke of Westminster following 
with “ Fiend Incarnate,“ Earl Spencer pre- 
ferring “‘ Representative of a diabolical and 
atrocious government.“ The term applied 
by William Watson, the poet, “Abdul the 
Damned,“ in his series of sonnets on the 
Armenian question perhaps finds the most 
frequent repetition of any of them. Others 
say Abdul the Bloody.“ while “‘ Murderer 
Incarnate,” “Organizer of Massacre,“ Sa- 
tan's Vice-Regent,”’ etc., etc., are common 
on every hand. The press is in no whit be- 
hind in its sensational dealing with the sub- 
ject by the most lurid headlines in the news- 
papers and posters to advertise them. The 
Chronicle is printing a series of murder 
maps on the subject.

BIDS 70 DREDGE THE CHICAGO RIVER. 


Plans Contemplate the Beginning of 
Work by Nov. 15 and All Dis- 
patch in Its Completion. 


Bids were advertised for yesterday by 
United States Engineer W. L. Marshall for 
the dredging of Chicago River from the 
Rush street. bridge to the Stock-Yardz on 
the south and to Belmont avenue on the 
north. The work is to be begun by Nov. 
15, and will be pushed rapidly to completion. 

The money for deepening the river was 
appropriated by Congress last spring, but no 
move was made toward proceeding with the 
work.

A fortnight ago, when in these dispatches 
to THE TRIBUNE it was pointed out that con- 
ditions were shaping for betterment in Wall 
street, more than half of the traders on the 

‘New York Stock Exchange were short of 
stocks and vociferous in their declarations 
that prices were bound to be much lower. 
Meanwhile, stock market prices have gone 

up materially. In active stocks there has 
been a rise averaging a dozen points. Now 
all the pessimists of a fortnight ago are on 
the bull side and competing with one another 
in enthusiastic predictions that the boom 
now under way is only just begun. 

These new bulls have much to favor them. 
They have continued importations of gold 
from Europe on a big scale. They have an 
expartation movement in American commod- 
ities: beyond every recent precedent, even to 
the point where vessel room is not obtain- 
able for months to come. They have an 
easier money market. They have advancing 
quotations for every farm product. They 
have—and this is most important of -all—a 
development of confidence in the public as 
to wholesome political results in November 
the election of Mr. McKinley and the de- 
struction for once and all of repudiation 
schemes. Upon a.basis like this they have 
had reason to build with all confidence, and 
the market has gone springing upward day 
by day. 

Smart Traders Take Profits. 

It is only fair to say, however, that the 
stock market, with its rapid strides up- 
ward, has already discounted many of these 
changes for the better, and at the moment 

seems to me as if it were a time for in- 
vestors and speculators to make haste slow- 
ly. if there are paper profits on recent pur- 
chases it is a good time to corral them. If 
new, stock market ventures are planned it 
is a good time to postpone these ventures— 
though the postponement need be but tem- 
perary. In the rapid advances that have 
taken place in the stock market securities 
have drifted more or less into weaker hands. 
When stocks had few friends a few weeks 
ago strong men came forward and supported 
the market to the extent of taking large 

es of stocks at demoralized quotations. 
hey have held these stocks ever since. 

They now see material profits upon their in- 

vestments. It ought not to be considered 

’ gtrange if they turn those profits into cash. 
Meanwhile, Stock Exchange traders who

Aly on their first tack; it will be a little 
strange if they win on their second. 

1 am an earnest bull on current conditions 
and on the prospect of an honest money vic- 
tory at the polls in November. But it is 

ver fair and straightforward that facts 

h may be controlling should be set forth 

80 in a stock market review. Securities 

are not in as strong hands as they were 

thirty days ago. The strong holders of that 

time have sold out because they have been 

able to get smart profits. If there be any 

declines they -will undoubtedly take their 

old lines back. This is wholly apart from the 

political outlook. 

Business Situation Is Strong. 


‘As to the business situation, it has unde- 
niably improved vastly. The easier money 
markets now ruling promise materially bet- 
ter conditions for general trade all over thé 

country. The boom in the grain market has 
far-reaching effect. All developments like 
these are tonic to the extent of bringing out- 
siders into the stock market, When every- 
body sees safe sailing nearly everybody sails. 

On this theory the stock market seems at 
the moment overbought. Stocks are being 
carried on, slimmer margins than are safe. 
A reaction is due, so it seems to me, and it 
ought to come during the next week. If it 
fails to come we will have proof that the 
‘enthusiasm which has been developed to 
support the markets is stronger and farther 
reaching than we have had any reason s0 
far to Dae te.

LUNCHEON AT KINSLEY’S.

Feast of Reason and Flow of Sul Fol- 
low the Discussion of Seasonable 
Viands—Neighbor of W.J. Bryan Cor- 
rects an Impression as to Where 
the Popocratic Candidate Resides—

The Hamilton, club gave another of its 
political luncheons at Kinsley's yesterday.

The Queen has confessed with gracious 
tact that she has been deeply touched and 
gratified by the expression of the loyalty and 
affection of her subjects in recognition. of 
the length of her reign. The spontaneity of 
these manifestations of respect has been a 
most characteristic feature, and the whole 
empire has been thrilled with the touch of 
sympathy. Her services to monarchical 
sentiment in Europe can only be silently 
recognized by the reigning houses, with 
which her personal influence is very great.

STIMULATE SHIPMENTS.

Reduction in East-Bound Corn Rates 
Pleases the Shippers. 

The reduction of 5 cents in the rate on 
corn from Chicago to New York, which was 
exclusively announced in THE THIBUNE yes- 
terday, is hailed with joy by Western rail- 
road managers and shippers. 

The 20-cent rate put in effect about two 
weeks ago proved to be excessive and caused 
a serious decrease in shipments by the all- 
rail. lines to New York. The lake lines, 
Which declined to advance their rate when 
the railroads did, took the bulk of the busi- 
ness. As a result, much rate cutting has 
been indulged in by the so-called week lines, 
and the Vanderbilt and Pennsylvania lines 
were being badly hurt.

Traffic Association and predictions are being 
made that the Eastern pool will not be in 


existence a year from now. 


The reversal of the recommendation of the 
Central Freight committee not to reduce 
rates by the Board of Managers of the Joint 
Traffic Association shows an unsatisfactory 
condition of affairs to exist. 


RE-ESTABLISH CALIFORNIA LIMITED 


Santa Fe Will Run Fast Train Twice a 
Week. 

Owing to reéstablishment of the“ Sun- 
set Limited“ train between New Orleans 
and San Francisco, the Santa Fé manage- 
ment has decided to restore its fast train 
service between Chicago and Los Angeles 
and San Francisco. 

The new train will again be known as the 
California Limited, but instead of running 
daily, as was the case last winter, it will 
be run only twice a week, probably each 
Wednesday and Saturday. The train will 
make its inaugural trip on Nov. 4 next, but 
the time it is to make has not yet been 
fixed. 

A meeting of the officials of the Santa Fé, 
the Atlantic and Pacific, and the Southern 
California roads will be held in this city 
next week to arrange winter time-tables 
and make definite arrangements.

ceca} | TO FIGHT THE COLD 
Chicago Is Laying in Its Coal 
Supply for Winter. 
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ACTIVITY AT THE DOCKS. 


How the Vast Incoming Supply 
of Fuel Is Handled. 


AMOUNT THAT IS REQUIRED. 


Simple Machinery Quietly Does the 
Work of Many Men. 


WHAT THE SEASON PROMISEs. 


HE troublesome problem of keeping 
warm during the winter, with the 
unhappy necessity of laying In a 
stock of coal entailed thereby, is rap- 

{aly drawing near. The fact is appreciated 


poth by the man who contracted in the 


spring for his coal supply and by the man 
who neglected this course of wisdom be- 
cause the winter seemed so far off. It is 
witnesse@ by the self-satisfied appearance 


dt the one and the dolorous expression of 


the other. It is witnessed also by activity 
along the docks and in the railroad yards. 
For Chicago, as well as the individual cit- 
isen, is thinking of its coal supply. 

About the end of September or the be- 
ginning of October of each year there comes 
a more or less sudden increase in the ship- 
ments of coal on the great lakes. The de- 


mend for fuel, which commonly receives its 


winter impetus at that time, and fhe ap- 
proach of the closing of navigation both 
act a8 incentives to the shippers. For the 


two or three months after the date men- 


tioned during which shipment is possible 
the lakes. are covered with coal-carrying 
craft, a large per cent of which are on their 
way to the great distributing and consum- 


ing point at the head of Lake Michigan. 


For the present year this fall increase in 
the coal trade has begun and Chicago is now 
the scene of considerable activity in that 


line. 
Great Docks Now Busy. 
Along the river, and especially the North 
Branch, and at the South Chicago harbor 
in the Calumet River, are the great coal 


yards ‘which supply the city and a good 


share of the neighboring territory with fuel. 


There are a score or more of the large ones 


and they cover acre upon acre of ground. 
A single shed in one roofs over nearly six 
acres of bins and storage space and has a 
capacity of some 150,000 tons. Another, 
when filled, accounts for an amount bor- 
dering on the 100,000 ton mark; and there 
are a dozen or more of capacities ranging 
from this down to 30,000 or 35,000 tons. All 
are being rapidly filled from the coal carry- 
ing craft on the lakes, though daily many

rope attached to it. The conveyer travels, 
groaning and grinding, up the side of the 
pile, picking up a load of coal, swings up 
against the track above, reaches and at- 
taches itself to the carriage, and travels to 
the hopper where it is automatically dumped. 

The hoppers are divided into two parts, 
one for supplying the wagons, the other for 
loading cars. On each side the coal runs out 
through chutes, the flow restrained by lev- 
ers. On its way it passes over a screen, 
through which the dust and small coal fall 
onto an endless chain of small conveyers, 
which carry it to other screens where the 
sizes are sorted. The last stage of its travels 
is found in the separation of the pea coal 
from the dust. The dust and coal travel 
over a revolving screen, which throws the 
dust down one chute and the coal down an- 
other into a waiting wagon. 


Little Done by Hand. 


All through the work, in every operation 
forming a part of the system by which the 
coal is taken from the vessels at the ducks, 
stored, and loaded for distribution, the sub- 
stitution of machinery and automatic devices 
for manual labor is noted. Not more than 
three years ago a large share of the work 
was done by hand. Now, in the most ad- 
vanced yards, save in the collection of scat-

SKETCHES ALONG THE DOCKS. 


they hail from one of the two great ports in 
the coal trade, Chicago and Buffalo, they 
may come from anywhere else. Generally 
the cargo to Chicago from the East is coal, 
that from Chicago in return is grain. 

Before the engine room, in a position where 
he can see both the engineer and the deck of 
the vessel, stands a man grasping two levers. 
The man is a mile-stone of progress in coal 
handling, for he marks one of the great 
changes. The levers which he holds control 
the action of steam shovels working in the 
hold of the vessel, which have done away 
with the need for a force of shovelers to 
bring the coal from the parts of the vessel 
distant from the hatchways. The levers 
control two drums on which are wound two 
cables, one of which pulls the steel shovel or 
scraper ahead, andthe other back. By these 
the coal is brought to the hatchway as rap- 
idly as it is lifted out. 

Above the engine room, on the second story 
of the yards, there is another man who has 
charge of two other levers. These control 
the action of the “‘ clam-shell”’ which lifts 
the coal onto the dock. The clam-shell isa 
bucket in two parts which act like a pair cf 
jaws, and is swung from the cranes for rais- 
ing the coal. Ata signal to the engineer be- 
low the crane swings round and the “ clam- 
shell is lowered in the hold. The man above 
watches its descent with his hand upon the 
lever. When the shell is close to the coal in 
the hold he throws the lever and the jaws 
open and settle over the coal. He throws 
the other lever and the jaws close, biting 
into the coal pile and lifting out 3,500 pounds 
or more of the black lumps. Then the shell 
is raised with its load, and the crane swings 
round to the dumping place. 


Cable Road on the Platform. 


The coal from the clam-shell ’’ is dumped 
into cars, which stand waiting. On the plat- 
form which forms the second story of the 
yard there is a small but hard-working 
cable road. The cars which run upon it are 
not of the species known commonly as “ pal- 
ace cars,“ and they are not intended to be. 


They have the advantage of a considerable 


carrying power, and the accomplishment of 
automaticallp dumping their contents on 
reaching their destination. The car is filled 
with coal from the “clam-shell”; the 
„grip“ beneath it is clamped to a traveling 
wire rope between the tracks by throwing a 
lever, and it starts on its Journey over the 
platform to the bin where the coal is to be 
dumped. On the track above the bin are two

so low that the conveyers will not fill them- 


selves by traveling up the pile, the hand- 
shovel ts not used. For transporting the coal 


from the hold to the wagon not more than a 
dozen men are absolutely necessary. For 


directing the steam shovels in the hold sev- 
eral men are required; there must be an en- 


gineer for operating the motive power, a 
man to control the “ clam-shell,” and an- 
other to regulate the action of the shovels; 


a man above to load the cars; two more to 


fill the conveyer, and one to regulate the 
flow from the hopper to the wagon. There 


are of course a good many more than this 
employed. There are a number of cranes, 
with clam-shells and steam shovels in 
operation at a single yard. There is also 
a series of conveyers and hoppers instead 
of a single one of each, and there are men em- 
ployed to conduct the business end of the 
work, checking wagons and the like. But for 
the simple operation of transferring coal 
from the vessel to the wagon no more would 
be needed. « 
Great Shipping Interests Involved. 


Aside from tne operations carried on in the 
city, by means of which Chicago lays in its 
winter stock of coal, there are also great 
shipping interests connected with the trans- 

ction. On the great lakes, continually ply- 

g back and forth between Chicago and 
Buffalo, theré is an immense fleet of craft 
of all sort engaged in the coal trade. From 
the beginning of October till the close of 
navigation it is a busy time for them. There 
are companies owning ten or a dozen vessels, 
of steel or wood construction, all of which 
are engaged in the coal trade during this 
time. There are scores of other craft, 
“tramp” steamers and tows” of various 
sorts, which during all the year make fre- 
quent trips between the Eastern ports and 
the Chicago or Calumet coal-yards and 
which during the fall months are kept con- 
tinually busy. 

At the present time, however, the trans- 
porting of coal by water is hardly a lucra- 
tive. pursuit. The rate from Buffalo to Chi- 
cago, about 20 cents a ton, is less than a 
quarter of that at the same time last year, 
and there is woe among the owners of lake 
steamers engaged in the trade. A vessel of 
2,000 tons burden earns about $400 by a trip 
up the lakes, an amount which the owners 
rather ruefully announce may pay for the 
coal consumed on the trip—if the firemen are 
careful. 

Still, though the vesselmen may wall, the 
transportation of fuel for the great city at 
the head of Lake Michigan goes steadily on. 
A couple of million people, more or less— 
more according to the enthusiastic citizen, 
less according to the funny papers—are pre- 
paring themselves to resist the cold of the 
approaching winter. As yet the amount of 
coal they have purchased is not great as 
compared with former years. The coal deal- 
ers answer a question as to whether this is 
not their busy season by the gloomy reply: 

It ought to be.“ 


Sales Beginning to Increase. 


But though the sales are not as yet great, 
they are beginning to increase as the cold 
weather draws near, and in preparation of 
the time when the annual boom will com- 
mence the coal-yards are laying in their 
supply. From the docks along the Chicago 
and the Calumet Rivers there is going up a 
fine, black dust, indicative of the fact that 
Chicago is bestirring itself, as in former 
years, in view of the approaching days when 
the grate fire and not the palmleaf fan will 
be the most desirable of things, and prophetic 
of the hour when the man “ out of a job” 
will have the two fields of clearing walks and 
=e in coal opened up to him. Coal itself 
s also going up, which may be taken by the 
astute and long-sighted individual as like- 
wise in its own way prophetic. 


Old Apple Orchard. 


An orchard twenty years old is so uncom- | 


mon at Missoula, Mont., that a flourishing 
one in which there are 100 apple trees, some 


with twelve-inch trynks, is made a subject 
of comment, ; 


which differs from that of the plaintive biog- 
rapher who prepares epitaphs for poets, 
Aldermen, millionaires, and members of the 
House of Lords after they have become 
angels. 

It is said that in the struggle for existence 
it has been proved beyond a doubt that the 
dark races are the strong races, and as 
such the fittest to survive. Though it is ad- 
mitted that the falr races of the earth 
have possessed a preponderance of spiritual 
and intellectual power the conviction grows 
that in the clash of warring forcus the stay- 
ing power belongs to those who have in the 
highest degree the susceptibility of the 
chameleon, the practical logic of the fox, the 
tenacity of the bulldog, and the slipperiness 
of the serpent. Such, at least, have been the 
characteristics of success in the lower anl- 
mals, and as we all come from the same 
stock—see Darwin passim—there seems to 
be no good teason why Plato's man, the 
unfeathered biped,“ should be exempt from 
the law of animal life. But, whether the 
blonde or brunette type shall prevail the 
result must be in obedience to inexorable 
law. The old order changeth, yielding 
place to new, and God fulfilis himself in 
many ways, lest one geod custom should 
corrupt the world.” 

The history of the world so far has been 
largely a narrative of the doings of the 
blondes. Mr. Moncure Conway, in his lec- 
ture on The History of the Devil,” said: 
According to an old legend, Lellleh, the 
first wife of Adam, was a cold, splendid 
woman, with wondrous golden hair. She 
was created Adam's equal in every respect; 
therefore, properly enough, she refused to’ 
obey him. For this she was driven from the 
Garden of Eden and Eve was made to order 


out of one of Adam's ribs. Then the golden- 


haired Leiiieh, jealous and enraged, pining 
for her lost home in paradise, took the form 
of a serpent, crept into the garden and 
tempted Adam and Eve to their destruction, 
and from that day to this Lellieh, the cold, 
passionate beauty with gol hair, has 
roamed up and down the earth, ensnaring 
the sons of Adam and destroying them. You 
may always know her dead victims, for 
whenever a man has been destroyed by her 
you will find always a single golden hair 
wrapped tightly around his lifeless heart.“ 
From which we may learn, among other 
things, that beauty and ethical culture did 
not go together at the beginning. 


Blondes in Mythology. 


Under the Olympian administration the 
Graces and the Nymphs were blondes, but 
the Fates and Furies were dark. Fair peo- 
ple were said to have been the originals of 
divine creation, and dark people, in pro- 
portion as they are dark, have come from 
fallen angels. Blondes are the incarnation 
of etry; brunettes are the poetry of the 
flesh.“ An expert has described four differ- 
ent types of blonde beauty: (1) FPlaxen- 
haired, with pale blue eyes. (2) The golden 
blonde, with gray, dilating, varying eyes, 
which are yellow in the sunshine, steel gray 
in anger, soft and dark under excitement. 
(3) The tawny blonde is auburn-haired and 
has brown eyes, with a few freckles scat- 
tered across her nose, which in no wise de- 
tract from her beauty. (4) But the most 
exquisitely beautiful of all blonde types is 
that rare combination of luxurious black 
eyes and golden hair found in its fullest - 
fection in Northern Italy. The jealous bru- 
nette of Sicily said that God gave blonde 
hair to the Northern women to console the 
men for the absence of the sun. 

As an illustration of history repeating it- 
self we find in the famous Greek story that 
another apple and a yellow-haired woman 
figure largely, while the happy Trojan boy 
who awards the prize of beauty does not be- 
long to the da race. Sai Aenone, with

said there was no other woman of the ancient 
world whom Homer could have so appro-

Some Blonde Deities. . 


In earlier days Apollo was “ crowned with 
disheveled light.“ Both Homer and Hesiod 
ascribed golden hair to the Goddess of Love, 
though the later opinion seems to be—subject 
to Andrew Lang’s correction—that the celes- 
tial Venus (Urania), the deity who, ‘like 
Werther’s Charlotte, was a moral lady, had 
yellow hair, while her terrestrial namesake, 
the Greek Astarte, wasa burnette. The wise 
Minerva had eyes of blue. Diana, conse- 
crated to modesty. and ‘a perfect gentle- 
man,’ like the wife of George Grote, the his- 
torian of Greece, was fair to a fault, with the 
eyes of acat. The rosy fingered Aurora had 
a wealth of auburn hair. In the great days 
of Pericles dark-haired women paid blondes 
the high compliment of dyeing their hair a 
yellow hue and sprinkling it with gold dust. 
Per contra, the falr ladies loved to dye 
their eyebrows and eyelids black, than 
which arrangement,“ adds an authority, 
“there is nothing more fascinating.’ In 
Egypt, where brunettes were plentiful, high 
honors were paid to the blondes. And in 
China, according to Li Hung’s sagacious 
secretary, fair-haired children have from 
time immemorial been regarded as especial

[By a Chicago artist, George D. Peterson.]

Usually there 
has been in former years a quiet lull in all 
business of the institution “‘ almost indicat- 
ing up to the last moment that nothing 
would occur,” and each succeeding year the 
attendance has increased materially. If it 
does increase in the usual ratio this year 
the new quarters and accommodations will 
be an e Homies necessity.

MEN WHO MAIM THEMSELVES TO 
DEFRAUD INSURANCE COMPANIES, 


Js = Method of Swindling Which Is 
Growing Common—One Man Delib- 
erately Sawed Off His Right Hand— 
Many Self-Inflicted Injuries by Re- 
volvers—People Who Fall in Front 
of Street Cars—Some of the Noted 
Fallures. 


D woods are full of fellows who 
would take $2,500 for an arm or a 
leg.“ said a prominent attorney 
representing several accident in- 
gurance companies the other morning. The 
statement sounds strong, but nevertheless it 
is a fact. You would be astonished to know 
the great number of swindlers who endeavor 
to fleece accident insurance companies by 
maiming themselves, shooting off an arm or 
a leg or something of that kind. You can 
easily corroborate this statement by inter- 
viewing the representatives of the several 
prominent accident companies.” 

Officers of some of the most responsible ac- 
cident insurance companies in Chicago give 
remarkable instances where holders of pol- 
icles were willing to maim themselves for the 
benefit ot the premium of their policies. 
Many of the plots are well nigh past belief, 
and certainly required for their execution a 
remarkable degree of physical courage. Al- 
most every agency has suffered more or less 
from such schemers, and although in many 
instances it has been impossible to establish 
conspiracy or intentional injury on the part 
of the marfnsured, the companies are, never- 
theless, morally certain that plans had been 
deliberately laid for robbing their treasuries. 

One of the cases which seemed most in- 
credible involved several companies, both in 
New York and Chicago. The story was told 
by the Secretary of one of the largest agen- 
cies on La Salle street. It occurred several 
months ago and created a widespread inter- 
est, not only among insurance people, but in 
the section of the State in which the man 
lived. A few months previous to the acci- 
dent this man, who lived in a little town in 
Southern Michigan, took out a number of 
accident policies both in New York and Chi- 
cago, amounting to almost $100,000. He was 
a cashier in the leading bank of the small 
city in which he lived. He was apparently 
in good circumstances, and it was hard to 
believe that he would resort to any question- 
able device to obtain money. 

By the Buzz-Saw Method. 

Several weeks after taking out his last 
accident policy the cashier drove some dis- 
tance out into the country to a large sawmill. 
At the time he said that he had made thetrip 
to see about getting some lumber to build

Stairsteps at the side of his house, but for 


some reason he failed to get the material. 
A second time he went to the sawmill with- 
out accomplishing anything. A third time 
he went out and this time he accomplished 
the act for which his nerve had apparently 
failed on the two previous trips. 

When he arrived at the mill the third time 
it was almost quitting time and several men 
had already left their occupations and were 

reparing to leave the mill. One man had 
Just thrown the large belt from a buzz-saw 
and was about to stop the machinery. The 
cashier asked him to put the belt back on 
the buzz-saw for a moment, as he wanted to 
saw a piece off a board. The engineer start- 
ed the saw for him and turned away to look 
after something in connection with the ma- 
chinery. A few seconds after his back was 
turned a half scream, half yell rang out in 
the building that almost curdled the blood 
of every man within hearing. All the men 
ran back to the buzz-saw, and there was the 
cashier tightly holding the wrist of his right 
arm, while his right hand lay on the ground 
on the other side of the saw. The case was 
thoroughly investigated by the insurance 
companies and it was pretty clearly demon- 
strated that the man had deliberately sawed 
off his hand. The man’s lack of familiarity 
‘with the actions of a person who has been 
suddenly deprived of an arm or leg pre- 
vented the full success of his scheme. Hav- 
ing no knowledge on the.subject_ he did just 
exactly what a man would do who inten- 
tionally cut off a hand. When the men at- 
tracted by his screams ran to his assistance 
they found him tightly grasping his wrist 
mith the other hand and not more than a 
gpoonful of blood had been spilled from his 
arm. This plainly proved that he had 
grasped his wrist tightly and then shoved it 
against the saw; if it had been otherwise 
and the wrist had not been seized with the 
other hand his arm would have waved and 
jerked about in the air from the nervous 
shock for more than a minut@ before he 
could have seized it, and nearer a pint of 
Blood than a spoonful would have been 
spilled. 

Foot as a Target. 


Not long ago there was another odd case 

in Chicago in which the beneficiary of the 
rance policy made a tremendous mistake 
which prevented him from pressing his 
claims against the company. The man was. 
an ex-detective, and still lives on the South 


Side. A short time after taking out his pol- 
icy a telephone message came to the offices: 


from the man stating that he had shot him- 
self in the foot. The Secretary of the com- 
pany went out at once to the man’s house 
to see about the accident. The man’s wife 
met him at the door and said that her hus- 
band had ruined his foot, and was sick in 

in the next room. Then the Secretary. 
began asking the woman questions about the 
accident. She stated that her husband was 
sitting in the room cleaning a revolver when 
it was accidentally discharged, the bullet 
going clear through both his shoe and foot. 
The insurance man asked to see the shoo. 
The woman seemed rather nonplused at 


+ this, and said the shoe was muddy and away

The 
Secretary, however, insisted on seeing it, 
and after a long discussion over the ques-

Evidently 
the couple had not been expecting a visit

tirely different tale from his wife. He said

not loaded, when suddenly it was discharged 
and a ball passed through his foot. The man 
wilted and confessed everything when told 
What his wife had said. The man plead pov- 
erty as an excuse for his act.

Hard to Prewent Swindles. 


great difficulty in preventing swindling 
0 nature is that the alleged accidents 
always happen when no one is around ex- 
cept the man who is busy being injured It 


In nearly all of the 
policy-holders have taken 
out the certificates an astonishingly short 
time before the accident occurred which de- 
prived them of an arm, a leg, or a few fingers. 
Another interesting feature is that the aver- 
age man who is going to be injured shows a 
decided preference towards contributing his 
left hand or the fingers of his left hand in 
place of the right. The records of com- 
panies show that for every four right hands 


thirty-three left hands. The amount ordi- 
narily d for the loss of a hand or foot is 
about $2,500, although it differs slightly, ac- 
cording to the amount to be paid for the loss 
of life of the insured man. Most men are in- 
sured for about $10,000, but a man of great. 
wealth and great income, of unquestionable 
standing, can obtain insurance for $20,000 or 

000, and sometimes even more. Every- 
thing, from a man’s social standing to his 
assets and income, is consigdered when he is 
accepted as a good risk by an insurance com- 
pany. Some men could not be over-insured, 
as it is called. The ordinary, everyday citi- 
zen could be. If he applied for a policy and 
it was found he was insured for a goodly 
sum in several other companies, he would 
be called over-insured, and his application 
would be denied. 

An interesting case of an over-insured 
man occurred not long ago. He misrepre- 
sented himself in four or five instances and 
obtained, all together, $78,000 worth of insur- 
ance. One agency he told that he was a trav- 
eling man, to another he said he was a broker 
and speculator, and so on, deceiving each 
one and telling each that he was not insured 
in any other company. Soon after getting 
all the policies he shot himself in the foot, 
as he claimed, accidentally. The foot had to 
be amputated, and the settlement of the 
damages has yet to be tested in the courts. 
There have been a number of cases in which 
men took out heavy policies for one day only, 
and were, strangely enough, badly injured on 
that same day. One man took out a policy 
because he said he was afraid dogs would 
bite him. This man happened to shoot his 
arm off the day he took out his policy, be- 
fore a dog got a chance at him. : 


Ingenious Swindle. 


Several companies in Chicago have a sad 
recollection of a man whose house burned 
down out on the edge of Terre Haute, Ind. 
The old man, who was living there alone, 
had a number of policies issued in favor of 
his wife who, at the time the house burned 
down, was away on a visit. After the burn- 
ing down of the house the alleged bones of 
the man, his pocket-knife, several other 
trinkets, and a badge or two were found in 
the ashes. This at first seemed conclusive 
evidence of the death of the old man. This 
Was a very good scheme, but the old man 
made a fatal blunder. An expert member 
of the medical profession was called to ex- 
amine the bones and they were found to 
Se the bones of a female. Agents of the 
company traced the whole case through 
from first to last. The old man had sent 
to St. Louis for a skeleton and received it 
all right but had forgotten to tell them to 
send the bones of a male. 


HE WAS NOT EASILY BUNKOED. 


Experience of a City Nephew with His 
Country Uncle.

Is it Bryan’s idea that it will be an advantage 


to the people because they can pay in 50-cent 
dollars debts that were contracted on the 
basis of 100-cent dollars? He has nothing to 
say as to the advantage it will be to the peo- 
ple to lose half their deposits in savings and 
commercial banks and loan associations, 
half their insurance investments, and half 
what is due them on loans and mortgages. 
This is not so much a question of mathemat- 
les as it is of morals. Bryan's proposition 
that a part of a thing is greater than the 
whole is only silly, but his proposition to de- 


fraud with half values is a violation of the:

BRYAN AND SEWALL SPEAK IY BOSTON. 


That quarter of an hour during which 
Mr. Bryan presented his Northern and 
somewhat shy running mate to a Bes on 
audience and the Maine man did his little 
yocal- turn will stand out as the one truly 
luminous period of time in the annals of 
Popocracy. Crammed into this brief inter- 
val was the first direct allusion by the Boy 
Orator to the recent electoral unpleasant- 
ness in Sewall’s State, together with the 
happiest kind of assurance to a doubting 
constituency by the Lone Fisherman that 
he was still in what he termed with subtle 
humor “ the race.” 

Such an affluence of felicitous incident 
was afforded naturally a spectacular en- 
vironment. Mr. Bryan had just completed 
his own greetings to the curious crowd 
assembled, and with ready wit had hung a 
P’opoeratic point on a certain tea episode of 
history, when the hour was ripe for his 
picturesque campaign coup. In promp obe- 
dience to the signal Sewall and Bryan 
jumped simultaneously on two chairs, and 
then, standing side by side for the first time 
since they were formally paired, they 
formed a bouquet of Popocratic beauty that 
called forth a spontaneous outburst of ad- 
miration, or at least merriment. After 
“looking pleasant” for a certain time, 
probably specified, Mr. Bryan presented his 
associate, beginning: “I introduce to you 


a man who, way up in Maine, was willing 


to stand for free coinage when his neighbors 
were against it.” This graceful manner of 
describing the Maine avalanche was: ppre- 
ciated by the audience and vigorously ap- 
plauded. As Bryan said, Sewall's neigh- 
bors, his fellow-residents of the State, were 
against free silver, which is a comprehen- 
sive and direct way of expressing it. It is 
an explanation, moreover, that will suffice 
in most States. Nearly everybody’s neigh- 
bors are against free silver. But following 
up his happy beginning, Mr. Bryan con- 
cluded: I introduce to you a man who did 
not bow the knee to Baal or worship the 
golden calf.” Bryan apparently became 
confused at this point and forgot which 
running mate he was presenting. It hap- 


| pens this particular mate, one of the richest 
men in Maine, the head of a great corpora- 


ticn—in fact, several corporations—is dis- 
tinctly in the Baal” and “golden calf” 
business, to use Mr. Bryan’s own figures of 
speech. With this slight indiscretion, how- 
ever, Mr. Sewall was successfully brought 
to his feet, and although it is not so an- 
nounced, he probably made “the effort of 
his life.“ 

Whatever criticism may be made against 
any other portions of his speech. too much 
credit cannot be given him for removing, in 
unmistakable terms. the widespread appre- 
hension that he had either strayed from the 
track or was about to do so. This fear 
seems also to have oppressed Mr. Bryan, to 
whom Sewall was called oh to give the same 
reassuring information in private before he 
made his public utterance. No one can 
question the.expediency of this course, for 
it would have been highly absurd for Mr. 
Bryan to have sprung his double-chair. 
twin-brother spectacle only to find later 
that the Maine man was out of the “ race.” 
Mr. Sewall gives only an inkling of this pri- 
vate love feast, but his words, which fol- 
low, give all the food necessary for the 
imagination to supply the details: 


No less a person than himself [Bryan] asked 
me that question tonight, whether I was on the 
ticket yet or not, and Lam glad of the opportunity 
to say, vain as it may appear for me, your nominee 
for Vice-President is stil] on the ticket, and he 
will always be during this campaign, and he will 
not decline until after his election on the 3d of 
November. 


It is unfortunate perhaps that the scene 


cannot be reproduced in full when Bryan 


asked Sewall whether he was on the ticket 
yet or not, There is some pathos in the 
spectacle of Bryan, overcome by the vision 
of adversity which confronts him at every 
point of the horizon, asking in trepidation 
whether even his running-mate was yet 
with him. It was merciful of Sewall to let 
Bryan know he would never desert him. 
And this, moreover, seems to have been the 
extent of Sewall’s mission. The words 
quoted formed the beginning of his brief 
speech and he concluded as follows: 

I simply came here to see you, for you have had 
reason to doubt from the papers of the country 
whether you had a Vice-Presidentia) candidate o1 


not. He is still living, and will continue to live 
and will stand by the ticket. 


Mr. Sewall, having successfully accom- 
plished his lofty and single purpose, re- 
turned to his seat and thus rounded out the 
imposing vitascopic spectacle. In extending 
congratulations to Mr. Sewall stress must 
be laid on his diplomatic prudence in stick- 
ing to the only issue in which he seems to 
have an interest in the campaign—namely: 
that he is on the ticket. That is the one 
point of the platform of which he can speak 
authoritatively, and apparently he realizes 


the hopelessness of attempting to justify 
any other.

BRYAN HEDGING, 

Is Bryan making his canvass for 1896 01 
for 1900? Does he expect to go into the 
White House next 4th of March or fou 
years from that time? In view of his recent 
manifest hedging’ his followers have the 
right to ask him these questions, for they 
must be uncertain as to the real date of the 
campaign he is engaged in. They must be 
equally discouraged at the waste of politica) 
energy and material four years in advance. 

When Bryan set out upon his wordy tour he 
had no hesitancy in claiming the earth. He 
garrulously boasted that free silver would 
sweep the whole country like a tornado. 
The victory was already won and nothing 
remained but the shouting. So impressed 
was he with the dimensions of his victory 
that he went to Canton and publicly notified 
Maj. McKinley, in a decidedly d*scourteous 
manner, of the fate which was in store for 
him. Then the Boy Orator flamboyantly 
invaded what he was pleased to call“ the 
enemy's country,“ but it was noticeable bo- 
fore he left that country that his trumpets 
of victory sang smaller. He returned to the 
West to get fresh courage and once more 
went into the enemy’s country. His ex- 
periences, however, were not reassuring. 
As soon as he reached Pennsylvania he be- 
gan hedging. He no longer proclaimed 
victory in 1896. In Philadelphia he notified 
his hearers that even if that city should go 
100,000 against him it would not be the last 
of Bryan and free silver. Another four 
years and they would bob up again and the 
battle would be fought over. Only a few 
weeks previously he had had the astonishing 


effrontery to claim Pennsylvania as sure 


for 50-cent dollars and as ready to swindl» 


creditors by half values and defraud bank 


depositors of half thelr surplus. 2 


on Friday last we find him hedging again: 
“If you don't join with us now. and we are 
defeated this year we will come again and 
extend the invitation until a majority of the 
people in this country do join with us.“ 
Again: “I beg you to recognize the impor- 
tance of this issue. If it should result in 
elevating to office those who believe in the 
free coinage of silver the reform will come 
now. If it results in their defeat it win 


simply. postpone for four years more the 
bringing of real relief to the people of this. 


country. ” 
In view: of this political diminueeds one 


may well ask what has become of the brag- 


gadocio and enthusiasm which character- 
ized Bryan when he started out with his 
boom of the convention based upon bor- 
rowed ideas? Well may his managers look 
on with dismay and disgust as they. see him 
discounting their efforts, and while they are 
still claiming everything in sight find him 
talking about the campaign of 1900. And 
well may they be astonished at the pre- 
sumption and assurance of their candidate 


in claiming that if he is beaten now he will 


lead the free silverites again four years 
from now. Many changes may happen ip 
four years. One change will certainly hap- 
pen. If Bryan is defeated in November it 
will be the last of Bryan. He will never 
appear again in American politics, His 
disappearance will be as swift and as ex- 
traordinary as was his appearance. Wheth- 
er the free silver agitation will be renewed 
depends upon the size of the Republican 


and sound money Democratic vote against 


it. From this point of view, therefore, it 
will not be enough to have simply an honest 
money victory. It must be overwhelming. 
Republicans must not be satisfied with a 
close victory or an average victory. It must 
be a landslide which will bury the infamous- 
ly wicked doctrine of free silver out of sight 
forever. 


TURN OUT ON CHICAGO DAY. 
The parade which is being arranged by 


the Chicago Business-Men's Sound Money 
Association for Oct. 9 gives promise of con- 
taining more men than ever participated 
before in such an event. Merchants have 
taken up the project with such enthusiasm 
that the association’s secretary estimates 
from the returns made to him that fully 
100,000 will be in line. Chicago day was 
born in an immense outpouring of the in- 
habitants of the city to testify to their loy- 
alty to the fame of Chicago, and no more 
fitting memorial of that event could be de- 
vised than a similar monster outpouring of 
citizens to testify to their loyalty to 
honor of the Nation. The more men in this 
proposed parade the greater will be its in- 
fluence, significance, and success, and every 
lcyal citizen should consider it an honor 
and a duty to join in swelling the ranks of 
this illustrious army of prosperity. 

In additioh to the mere pageantry of num- 
bers there will be 2,000 men on horseback, 
possibly 100 floats representing the indus- 


tries of Chicago, and as many bands of | 


musie as Chicago and the neighboring cities 
can supply. When this vast array of voters 
winds through the streets of the city they 
will furnish a spectacle the most impressive 
in political history, and each man can feel 
he is paying honor to his country, his city, 
and himself by marching under the banner 
of * sound money.” 

It appears that nearly every business 
house in the city has accepted the invitation 
to have a representation in the parade, and 
in some instances every employé is included 
in the list of those who will be on hand. It 
is to be hoped that no sound money man 
will be induced to withdraw in the belief 
that with so many thousands he will not be 
missed. Every business-man of any grade 
who is for honest money will be missed 
from this parade if he i is not in line. 


PROPOSAL 10 RANSOM ROME REVIVED. 

The suggestion made about a year ago by 
the London Daily Telegraph that Rome be 
ransomed from the Italian Government for 
the Pope at a cost of one billion dollars pro- 
duced a lively discussion throughout the 
world. It seems likely to be revived now 
by the publication of two pamphlets con- 
taining expressions of English opinion on 
the subject, together with a series of no- 
tices which appeared in the Voce della 
Verita, and which present the view enter- 
tained in Rome itself. It is explained in 
these documents that the subject of pur- 
chase is to be the City of Rome and a sea- 
port, together with a strip of land connect- 
ing the two places, the Pope to receive from 
the Italian Government the full sovereignty 
forever of this territory. 

In all serious discussions of this question 
the three important propositions have been: 

Firstly, Would the Italian Government 
accept the sum named? Secondly, Would 
the Pope and the donors of the fund have 
any guarantee that the bargain would be 
adhered to? Thirdly, Could the sum named 
be secured? The New York Sun attempts 
to answer the first proposition, and presents 
a convincing array of facts. It points out 
that the geographical] unity of the kingdom, 
‘which has withstood the detention of Savoy 
and Corsica by France and the withholding 
of Trieste and Trentino by Austria, would 
not be destroyed by the retrocession to the 
Pope of the City of Rome and a single sea- 
port. There is no reason,” it says, in 
the nature of things why a small territory 
within whieh the head of the Catholic 
Church should exercise the sovereignty es- 
sential to his independence should prove a 
thorn in the side of King Humbert's gov- 
ernment.” in picturing the positive side of 
the situation the Sun says: 

The acceptance of the ransom would rescue 
Italy at a stroke from bankruptcy. Relieved an- 
nually by the payment of a sum equivalent to the 
interest upon a billion dollars, she would pass at 
a bound from a position of pecuniary impotence 
to one of financial elasticity and power. No 
longer the most straitened, discredited, and neces- 
sitous of the great European powers, she would 
straightway figure in the eyes of the bankers as 
one of the soundest and most prosperous of States. 
The future of the Italian monarchy, that now grows 
more complicated and overcast with every year, 
would at once look clear and bright. The Savo- 
yard dynasty, whose duration even optimistic 
observers now scarcely venture to reckon by dec- 
ades, might then count on an existence at least as 
long as that of the Lombard dynasty, which, 


though it never had possession of Rome, reigned 
over Italy for some two centuries. 


The recently published documents seem 
to clear up the third proposition, the pos- 
sibility of raising the fund. It is declared 
as certain that if all other obstacles were 
removed the 200,000,000 Catholics would 
raise the billion dollars within a year, It 
is shown that the liberality of even the 
poorest Catholics is proverbial, and that an 
average of 35 each could be counted on as 
the extra offerings to the church for a year. 
Granting that affirmative answers could be 
reasonably returned to the first and third 
propositions the majority of people we uld 
regard the second as an insurmountable 
stumbling block. The Sun makes a spe- 
cious effort to smooth the way thus: 


It has been objected that in ten years’ ti ne an- 
other Garibaldi would arise, and Rome would once 
more pass under the Italian yoke, To a is it 
may be answered that Rome was not occupied by 
Garibaldi, but by the regular army of Italy, act- 
‘Ing under the orders of King Victor Emmg:nuel. 
King Humbert I. would be as capable as his 
father of repressing Gartbaldts, so long as I 
preat him to do sa. u would always ft 


him, 


The proposition in its entirety is fascinat- 
ing, but this second phase of it forces it 
to be relegated to the realm of idle dreams. 
It is not conceivable that the Pope and the 
donors of one billion dollars on one hand 


and the Italian Government on the other 
‘could ever reach that point of mutual con- 


fidence and trust which must precede such 
an exchange of Rome for her ransom, 


A CRISIS AS IMPORTANT AS WAR. 

As will be seen oy an article printed else- 
where, the great Philadelphia Savings Fund 
Society has made a contribution to the 
sound money cause in order to protectits own 
depositors. This society, one of the largest 
and most important in the United States, 
has $40,386,283 of deposits en hand, with a 
contingent fund of nearly $5,000,000, rep- 
resenting 35,482 depositors, chiefly working- 
men, Servant girls, widows, orphans, and 
other small savers. The directors of the so- 
ciety have made their contribution to 
Charles C. Harrison, Provost of the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania and Treasurer of 
the Pennsylvania State Republican com- 
mittee. It has not been given to the Me- 
Kinley fund, but to the fund for honest 
money. Its President says: During the 
ten years I have been President of this in- 
stitution we have never before contributed 
a cent to politics, but the present crisis we 
believe to be as important as the war.“ 

In other words, they have made this con- 
tribution to help defeat Bryan because if 
his policy is successful it will mean a loss 
of 50 per cent to their depositors, and they 
propose to protect them by every means iu 
their power against Bryan, who is the 
deadly enemy of every man and woman who 
works for wages and of every woman and 
child who has money in the savings banks. 
The action of the directors is both wise, 
humane, and philanthropic, and might well 
be imitated all over the country. They 
are right when they say the crisis is as 
important as the war.” 


DUTY OF MINISTERS IS CLEAR. 
The ministers of Chicago who have start- 
ed to impress upon their congregations the 
infamous project of immorality which 
Bryan is seeking to impose on the people as 
a national financial principle are strictly 
within the limits of orthodox religious duty 


and should continue the work until the last 
vestige of danger has vanished in Novem-. 


ber. It is in no respect a question of polt- 
tics, but of moral principle. It is taking the 
commandment, “ Thou shalt not steal,” 
which is a common text, and applying it to 
the Natiou. It is warning the people as 
component parts of the United States 
against legalizing an enormous swindle. It 
is pointing out the fact that free silver is 
not so much a political issue as it is the 
prostitution of the Nation’s honesty, and 
hence the honesty of all men who are de- 
luded into supporting that proposition. It 
would not be considered strange or. unusual 
if a minister should take a narrower view 
of the principle and warn his people against 
swindling each other. 


ister should tell his congregation on Sun- 
day that during the ensuing week and the 
following weeks no man should try to cheat 
his neighbor by forcing on him 50 cents as 
payment of a dollar. It is just as orthodox 
and a thousand times more imperative that 
this minister should broaden his horizon 
and utter the same warning against this 
proposal to cheat and swindle thousands of 
men to the extent of millions of dollars, 
Ministers are not only justified but it is 
their duty to point out that the government 
and the men managing the government have 
no moral right to change the laws so that 
certain men may swindle others, their debt 
ors, and that thousands of other men may 
be robbed under a form of law of half their 
savings in banks, insurance policies, build- 
ing and loan societies, and other invest- 
ments. It is a violation of moral law for 
the government by its law to authorize A to 
pay back to B only one-half of what he bor- 
rowed of B, and at the same time to cause 
C, D, and all the rest of the alphabet, rep- 


resenting men with savings, to be cheated - 


out of one-half of their possessions. 


Ministers should point out these facts, 


should point out the scriptural texts, exist- 
ing by the hundred, that forbid this practice, 
and should call upon their congregations in 
the most impressive manner to oppose this 
gross iniquity.

BRYAN AND BEECHER. 

The astonishing audacity and dishonesty 
of Bryan have been demonstrated over and 
over again, but never more clearly or em- 
phatically than in his Brooklyn speecb. In 
that speech, referring to Henry Ward 
Beecher, Bryan had the effrontery to say: 


I only wish that the distinguished divine whose 
name has added to the great fame of your great 
city were with us tonight, that he might again 
champion the cause of the people in their great 
fight of today. 

This speech was made on Wednesday last. 
At the great Republican meeting on Friday 
last Chauncey M. Depew in his address 
called Bryan down, and charged his dis- 
honesty home upon him by the following 
quotation from a sermon of Mr. Beecher’s 
delivered Thanksgiving day in 1877 dur- 
ing the fiat money excitement: . 

Whenever, in any nation, there is such an at- 
tempt to tamper with standards that the moral 
sense of man is bewildered and liberty is given 
to unprincipled men at large to cheat, to be un- 
faithful to obligations, to refuse the payment of 
honest debts—whenever that takes place, it is all 
the worse if done with the permission of the law. 
I hate the devil riding on a law worse than I do the 
devil riding without a law under him. Whoever 
tampers with established standards tampers with 
the very marrow and vitality of public faith. 

Gold is the world’s standard. Gold is the uni- 
versal measure of value. Other kinds of money— 
silver, copper, paper—all must conform to gold 
and be measured by it. and be interchangeable 
with it, m fixed and” definite proportion. Gold is 
king to commerce. All other money must repre- 
sent gold. 

Gold came to its supremacy as a representative 
of property by the long-established consent of 
mankind Congress cannot change it for the 
world, nor even for this Nation, except upon past 
transactions. It may give impunity to men to cheat 
confiding creditors, but it cannot rule the value of 
currency in all future transactions. 

The crime of paying a debt in a currency in- 
ferior in value to that in which it was contracted, 
base at all times and everywhere, has a deeper 
guilt and a baser infamy in our case. When in 
our mortal struggle capitalists were solicited to 
lend their money to us on the faith of the Nation 
we were too giad to promise to pay in gold and 
were most grateful for their aid.

BRYAN AT NEW HAVEN. 
In connection with the recent noisy dis-

heard of Gresham’s famous law. that bad 
money always drives out good money, which 
is to economics what the a-b-cs are to the 
alphabet. He probably knows from his 
study of history of the disastrous effects 
which have always followed experiments 
in inflation of a nation’s money. He can 
see from his developed intuitions that this 
country could not, by its own action, double 
the value of the world’s silver, of which it 
only has itself a one-sixth part. He has 
also probably had occasion to learn that 
honesty, in the long run, is the best policy— 
that departure from the principles of nation- 
al honesty means disaster to the country. 
These things could, however, have been 
learned in the elementary schools, and the 
Boy Orator, had he not been a truant, 
would have learned them there. He could 
never have gone through any university of 
note without having them beat into his 
head. 

All college men, whether students or 
alumni, who are loyal to the best interests 
of their alma maters, must be on the side 
of sound money. There are no institutions 
of learning in the United States which are 
overendowed or have more than a meager 
working fund. Free silver would immedi- 
ately cut their incomes in two, put their 
professors on half pay, and finally make 
education a luxury only for the sons of rich 
men. 


THACHER ON A NEW TANGENT. 
John Boyd Thacher rounds out his politic- 
al comedy with a roaring final act. He re-

It 
was known days in advance that he would 
be the nominee of the Buffalo convention, 
that. a free silver platform would be 
adopted, and that he, Thacher, would be the 
leading spirit in shaping the action of that 
convention.

In his former epistle, now only 
a few days old, he declared he accepted the 
situation and would make the run, using 
State issues only in his campaign. During 
these few days he appears to have learned 
for the first time that any such thing as a 
financial issue existed to any extent, for he 
says naively: 


It has developed, in the consideration of the 
resolution by which the State committee appointed 
your committee, as well as in the public press and 
other public and private communications, that 
there ig a very decided desire on the part of the 
Democratic: party to contest the election on the 
abstract question of the unlimited coinage of sil- 
ver at the unalterable ratio of 16 to 1 as compared 
with gold, and to ignore or to 2 every 
other State issue. 


This condition“ developed 80 long ago 
that the conclusion is inevitable Mr. Thacli- 
er has been asleep or that his present letter 
has been dictated by a stronger power than 
himself. In any event, the result is a dis- 
tinct triumph for Tammany Hall, and Mr. 
Thacher’s regard for principle comes tov 
late to be of any marked assistance to his 
reputation. 


THEATER HAT PROBLEM UP AGAIN, 

The return of the regular theatrical sea- 
son has revived interest in the high hat and 
has aroused the male members of man; 
large communities into renewed protests 
against these obstructions to a view of the 


stage. The discussion of the subject during 
the last few years, regarded at first by many 


women as a bit of fun at their expense, but 
later appreciated as a serious protest, has 
resulted everywhere in a partial voluntary 
reform, but still not enough for the serenity 
of most of the victims of the high hat habit. 
Certain women have required only @ sug- 
gestion that their theater hats were en- 
croaching on the rights and privileges of the 
other sex to cause them to remove them 
always when in a theater. Others have 
yielded similarly to a protracted crusade 
through a fear of being considered unneces- 
sarily obstinate to a reasonable demand on 
their generosity. The large majority, how- 
ever, have refused to consider the proposi- 


tion as anything but impertinent, and have 


even retorted that when the men refrained 
from “ going out” between the acts then 
and not before would they be justified in 
asking women to make any sacrifices. Some 
few, because of ill-health, would be running 
a serious risk in baring their heads in 
theaters, and these therefore must be left 
out of the discussion. The result of the 
widespread refusal to heed the anti-high hat 
request has been attempts in various States 
to regulate the matter by statute, but no- 
where have these attempts been taken seri- 
ously except in Louisiana. The law has 
been in force there for some time, and it is 
instructive to read this comment on its 
efficacy in a recent issue of a New Orleans 
newspaper: 

The women of Louisiana have bowed gracefully 
to the decree that they must not obstruct the view 
of others in theaters by millinery monstrosities. 
When they enter places of public amusement now 
they quietly and unresistingly remove their hats 
and receive checks for them. The women are 
content and the men simply delighted. 
credible now that we should have suffered the 


inconveniences of high hats so long when the evil 
was so easily remedied. 


It is true that the climate of New Orleans 
has been an important factor in bringing 
about an obedience to this law. It must be 
considered, however, that the good sense of 
the women has been the chief factor. Their 
willingness after all to observe such a law 
would be the only warrant for its existence, 
and even then the statute must be regarded 
as merely a formal acknowledgment of 
that willingness. Few men would favor 
the ejectment of a woman from a theater 
for disobeying such a law, and certainly no 
worse punishment would be tolerated. 
Even in the light of Louisiana’s example, 
therefore, it does not seem possible that the 
high hat problem can be regulated by stat- 
ute until the women announce that they 
will obey the statute. Nevertheiess many 
thousand men will return devout thanks 
when woman chooses to confer this dis- 
tinct favor. The question will soon become 
a basis for legislative humor. Before that 
fime it is well to impress upon women the

„ nus SPAKE ZARATHUSTRA” Eu- 
BODIES NIETZSCHE’S DOCTRINES. 


Hietesche Was Impressed with the 
Spiritualistic Side of Eastern Re- 
ligions—Was Not an Evolutionist 
in the Sense of Darwin—His Phi- 
losophy Advances Further than 
Aristotle’s—His View of Man—Not a 

. Decadent—Havelock’s Estimate. 


— 


Hm English-speaking world, which was 
quick to read and become enthusias- 

tio over the hysterical outpourings of 

Max Nordau, has not yet recognized 

the chief apostie of modern Germany. The 
pupil of Lombroso came to us with the 
eatehword of degeneracy upon his lips so 
that the general public who had neither the 
time nor the patience to read bis works 
might yet, parrot-like, echo his cry. Nietz- 
sche has no gospel to preach; he advocates 
no creed; the formulated doctrines of the 
past are abhorrent to him. He comes, in- 
deed, more to destroy than to build, and 
those who follow in his footsteps have no 
beaten path before them. Yet his voice has 
gone out to all Germany, and soon it will 
be heard in every land. He ie not only fore- 
most in the ranks of the emancipated, he is 
the free thinker of the nineteenth century. 
‘The eleventh volume of the translation of 
his collected works was published in the 
earlier part of the present year and included 
his criticism upon Wagner. The order of 
publication was unfortunate, because it 
presented one of his least inspired works in 
a prominent way. The second volume is, 
however, better chosen and gives us an 
excellent translation by Alexander Tille of 
Zarathustra,“ which contains the highest 
expression of Nietzsche’s philosophy. The 
title is taken from the founder of the 
Avestic religion known to us as Zoroaster. 
But it is unnecessary to endeavor to point 
out any relation between the philosophy of 
972 German writer and that of the mytho- 
10 Eical fire-worshiper. It is true that Nietz- 
sche, following the example of so many of 
his countrymen, was a student of Oriental 
history and was probably impressed, like 
Hegel, with the spiritualistic side of East- 


ern religions. But in the present case Zara- 


thustra is chosen as his mouthpiece merely 
to give a poetic and striking title to the 
book. It is a prose-poem resembling in 
form the book of Isaiah and couched in lan- 
guage almost as beautiful. It speaks to us 


in rables and apothegms, which, as the 


author says, are like mountain peaks over 
which the agile understanding can travel 
without the tediousness of descending to the 
connecting valleys. . 


. A Literary Masterpiece. 

We must not expect, therefore, to find in 
this volume an organic philosophy. No at- 
tempt is made at mechanical construction, 
the teaching is vague and uncertain—yet it 
remains a masterpiece of German literature. 
No other writer in the language has ever 
- been able to disburden himself so thoroughly 
of its clumsy method of expression. The 
style is molded with a sense of Greek per- 
fection and a French regard for delicate 
nuances. The meaning is often ambiguous, 
but it is an ambiguity of thought and not 
of words. Above all it is a work which marks 


"Ss new epoch in religion and philosophy; it 


says the ultimate word upon the doctrine of 
nity, which has been slowly dawning 
upon the world in this century; it unites 
the philosophy of today with that of the 
ancient Greeks; it stands fairly and squarely 
for the legitimate outcome of the evolu- 
tionary doctrines. : 

Not that Nietzsche was in any way an 
evolutionist in the ordinary sense of the 
word. He was no admirer of Charles Dar- 
win and still less of Herbert Spencer. The 
struggle for existence he regarded merely 
as a phase of vulgar English life with its 
haunting problems. of poverty and over- 


| n As a moral principle, however, 
1e certainly believed in evolution, and made 


it, in fact, the basis of all his teaching. It 
would be impossible in a small space to at-

changed his attitude so entirely during 
hia career that it is hard to get any broad 


ide ot his philosophy. There perhaps lay 


one of its chief characteristics. He was 
tuoroughly opposed to any settled doctrine 
and considered, as most men do, that the 
ultimate usefulness of a great thinker de- 
pends not so much upon the organic 
structure which he attempted to raise as 
upon the many fine things that he said in- 
cidentally while making the endeavor. Ac- 


_ cordingly» we should expect to find in 


“Zarathustra,” and indeed we do find, the 


essence of his philosophy expressed in a 


form that is most easily assimilated. No 
scheme is suggested: for attaining to the 
“summum bonum,” no new system of so- 
ciety is 1 only new thoughts are 
conveyed to us, new truths, if we like to be- 
eve them to be so, in language which haunts 
the memory like verses from the Bible. 
Nietsshe's philosophy is both positive and 
negative. As a constructive theory of exis- 
tence it follows in direct sequence the per- 
fectionism of Leibnitzand Goethe. It preaches 
what is known as the gospel of humanity. 
Wow the perfectionist school of the 


present century makes very little real ad- 


Vance upon the teaching of Aristotle. The 
shape in which the doctrines present them- 
gelves is different; Aristotle had no ac- 
quaintance with the New Testament or the 
theory of evolution. He nevertheless solved 
the problem of existence in the most satis- 
factory manner when he declared that the 
roper aim of man was the full exercise of 
4th functions. Leaving the future life out 
of the question, no saner or more hopeful 
view of. life could present itself to the strug- 
gling mortal. But after all there is very lit- 
tie difference between that definition of the 
tzummum bonum and the definition given 
by perfectionists.“ That man should be 
perfect in all his functions was the doctrine 
that they preached, and preached success- 
fully until modern thinkers, asked for a 
reason. And then the theory of evolution 
siepped in and explained that only by so 
doing could the individual help the race to 
develop into something better, which is noth- 
ing else than the present gospel of humanity. 
| Goes Further than Aristotle. 

It may be urged, therefore, that in looking 
forward to the future of the race Nietzsches 
is merely repeating the point of view as- 
evmed by the Greek philosopher 2,000 years 
aso. But there is in reality a considerable 
difference between the two standpoints.

There is only one true friend in Nietzsche's 
philosophy, one “ unto whom thou shalt be 
an arrow and a lorging towards the beyond 
man.”

rfection. But the bitterest attacks upon 
the foibles of so-called Christianity are 
those which are directed against the super- 
fluaus and the preachers of death. N aturally 
one cannot expect Nietzsche, with his belief 
in triumphant humanity, to have much pa- 
tience for the canting cry of hatred for the 
world. He bids us so far from avoiding the 
world and the flesh to take an active delight 
in them. For in truth the melancholy voice 
of the preacher echoes the weary cry of the 
modern decadent whose vitality has gone 
and whose desire is annihilation. The Ger- 
man philosopher is anything but a decadent. 
He soars into the future upon the wings of 
the eagle and scorns the wretched beings 
who are afraid to suffer. These are the

NAVAL MILITIA TO BUILD A PRETTY 
HOUSE ON THE LAKE-FRONT, 


Will Be Japanese im Character and 
Located South eof the Randolph

HE Chicago battalion of the Naval Mili- 


tia is to have a boat-house on the Lake 

Front. At an officers’ meeting in their 

armory on Monday night plans weie 
approved and contracts for the work are to be 
let this week. The structure, which is to 
be entirely of wood, is of a pleasing design 
with a suggestion of the Japanese init. It 
will be located on the sea wall, immediately 
south of the Randolph street viaduct, and it 
will be 100 feet long by 50 feet wide.

then by all means let them die. “ They 
would faih be dead and we should approve 
of their will!

So Nietzsche would endeavor to break 
down what Bacon ealled the idols of the 
forum and the theater, these beliefs which 
impose themselves upom the mind of man 
and are hard to eradicate. Whether his 
philosophy will have a wide following in the 
future it is impossible to say; it is sufficient 
to recognize the extraordinary strength of 
the man and the daring of his outlook. Cer- 
tainly no more original book than Zara- 
thustra’”’ has been published in the last 
quarter of a century. That its author was 
afflicted in 1892 with the most terrible cal- 
amity that can befall a man may appear to 
some a just condemnation of his writings. 
On that point ii is fitting to quote the words 
of Mr. Havelock Ellis, written in the August 
number of the Savoy Magazine. 


Havelock’s Glowing Tribute. 


“It is a consolation to many—I have seen 
it so stated in a respectable review—tLat 
Nietzsche went mad. No doubt also it was a 
consolation to many that Socrates was 
poisoned, that Jesus was crucified, that 
Bruno was burnt. But hemlock and the 
cross and the stake proved sorry weapons 
against the might. of ideas even in those 
days, and there is no reason to suppose that 
a doctor’s certificate will be more effectual 
in our own. Democracy which is the 
outcome of the doctrine of self-sacrifice is 
equally abhorrent to Nietzsche. In the free- 
dom and equality of the people he sees the 
doom of all excellence and individuality. 
Everything, even genius, is reduced to a 
plane; no man may surpass his neighbor, 
and so stagnation ensues. Moreover, democ- 
racy, like the institution of the state which 
figures in every philosophy except 
Nietzsche’s, is the remnant of faith when the 
best of Christianity is gone. Even the most 
modern thinkers must needs follow the old 
belief and set up the state as an idol to wor- 
ship. This is what Zarathustra means when 
he says: ‘Alas, even with you, ye great 
sculs, the state whispereth its gloomy Hes! 
Alas! it findeth out therich hearts which are 
eager to squander themselves! 

Ay. it findeth out even you, ye con- 
querors of the old God! Ye got wearted in 
battle, and now your weariness serveth the 
new idol. What I call the state is where the 
slow suicide of all is called life. 

Where the state ceaseth—look there, I 
pray you, my brethren! Do you not see it, 
the rainbow and the bridges of beyond man?’ 

That fact may carry what weight it will 
in any final estimate of his place as a moral 
teacher: it cannot touch his position as an 
immensely significant personality. It must 
still be affirmed that the nineteenth century 
has produced no more revolutionary and 
aboriginal force.” W.

The cost of the building is estimated at 
$5,000, but it is expected this sum can be 
brought down to $4,000 without taking away 
from the beauty or substantial character of 
the building. 


Boathouse Badly Needed. 
Permission to erect the house on the Lake- 
Front has been granted by the War Depart- 
ment, and the City Council passed an or- 
dinance in its favor several months ago. The 
boathouse is very badly needed by the naval 


militia. At the close of the World's Fair 


Congress passed an act giving the boats and 
various other equipment exhibited on board 
the model battleship to the State of Illinois 
for the use of its naval militia. The Chicago 
battalion has eight of these boats. They in- 
clude a thirty-three-foot steam launch, a 
thirty-three-foot sailing launch, a twenty- 
eight-foot cutter, a twenty-six-foot cutter, a 
gig, a whaleboat, a dingy, and a ecata- 
inaran. They were made in the Brooklyn 
navy-yard, and are the finest examples of 
boat building that could be turned out. 
These boats have been kept anchored in the 
little harbor at the Sixty-eighth street pump- 
ing station all summer, where the naval 
militiamen have had to go for their boat 
drills. This location has been awkward to 
reach, and, on account of this and because 
the boats have had to be kept in the water, 
it has been impossible to give the care to 
them that they should have. 

Most of the boats are built to have a rapid 
firing rifle mounted in the bow, which would 
make them of the greatest use in patrolling 
the Lake-Front and the river during a strike 
or any other local disturbances. 

An appeal for funds has been made recent- 
ly by the naval militia. The response of the 
citizens has been hearty, exceptionally so 
when the present condition of business is 
considered, and it is expected that enough 
will soon have been raised to meet all needs. 
The amount asked for is $4,000 for the beat- 
house, $3,500 for two three-inch rapid-firing 
rifles, and $7,500 for 400 navy rifies. As 
armament the battalion has at present two 
one-pounder rapid-firing rifles and 400 fifty 
caliber Springfield rifies of the pattern of 
1863. The latter were supplied by the State 
and are obsolete. Hence the desire to secure 
modern rifles. 

The financial affairs of the battalion are 
handled entirely by the.Naval Reserve As- 
sociation, a civic organization composed of 
some of the leading citizens of Chicago. The 
association has for its officers: S. P. Me- 
Connell, President: Alex. J. Jones, Vice- 
President: E. F. Lawrence, Treasurer: and 
Charles Thornton, Secretary. These, to- 
gether with Lorin C. Collins, W. K. Sullivan, 
Richard S. Thompson, Andrew Crawford, 
and Jeremiah Leaming, form the Executive 
committee, without whose consent the bat- 
talion can neither collect nor spend money 
for any purpose.

“A CRISIS AS IMPORTANT AS WAR.” 


President of Philadelphia SavVings 
Fund Society Says Its Directors Con- 
tributed te Sound Moser Cause to 
Protect Depositors.

Philadelphia, Pa., Sept. 24-—{Special to the 
New York World. -A profound impression 
has been created here by the World’s ex- 
clusive announcement on Wedhesday that 
the great savings institutions of Philadel- 


phia have thought it advisable for the safety ’ 


of their depositors to aid the defeat of Bryan 
and free silver by contributions of money 
to the sound money cause. 

When Charles C. Harrison, Provost of the 
University of Pennsylvania, was appointed 
Treasurer of the Pennsylvania State Re- 
publican committee he made a personal ap- 
peal to the banks, insurance companies, and 
corporations of this city for funds. Con- 
tributions were made by nearly every bank 
and trust company to the McKinley fund. 

When the sums were handed over to the 
Treasurer there was an understanding that 
the utmost secrecy was to be observed. The 
exclusive announcement in the World that 
the Philadelphia Savings Fund Society and 
the Fidelity Insurance company had given 
$25,000 and $10,000 respectively caused a 
flutter of excitement in political and financial 
circles. 

Not since the call for funds for the war 
has the Philadelphia Savings Fund Society 
contributed money in a national campaign. 

This action was deemed necessary to save 
the country from bankruptcy and disgrace, 
which the Board of Directors fear will be the 
inevitable result should Bryan be elected. 

The Philadelphia Savings Fund Society 
is one of the greatest savings and beneficent 
institutions in the country. It has on hand 
deposits, chiefly of workingmen, servant 
girls, widows, and other small savers, 
amounting to $40,386,283.78, with a con- 
tingent fund of nearly $5,000,000. The total 
number of depositors is 35,482, made up of 
twenty-eight different nationalities. It has 
been incorporated for seventy-seven years, 


and is reported to have more gold in its 


vaults than any other financial institution in 
the country. 

President Pemberton 8. Hutchinson sald 
to the World correspondent today: 

Jam very sorry the information concern- 
ing our society’s contribution to the sound 
money cause has leaked out, although there 
was nothing to hide in the matter. The con- 
tribution was made at a meeting of the 
Board of Directors, who considered the exi- 
gency of the case demanded some substan- 
tial acknowledgment. 

We believe we should protect our de- 
positors, who have over $40,000,000 deposited 
with us. With their property under our care 
we feel it necessary to study their interest, 
which could best be done by the dissemina- 
tion of the sound money doctrine. 

“We did not consider whether the money 
was for the Republican or Democratic party. 
It was to be used in advocating the crusade 
in favor of sound money. It was not the 


McKinley fund that we contributed to, but 


to Mr. Harrison as representing the best 
element of Democracy as well as Repub- 
licanism. Mr. Harrison is not a banker or a 
politician. 

„The adoption of the Chicago platform 
means a reign of anarchy and the sup- 
pression of the Supreme Court, and we feel 
we should support the apostles of sound 
money as advocated in the Indianapolis con- 
vention. 

„In studying the best interests of our de- 
positors we could see no better way than to 
help procure books and pamphlets for their 
information, as well as to assist in procuring 
buildings for public speakers, such as Bourke 
Cockran, Col. A. K. McClure, and others, to 
tell the public the dangers of a silver coinage. 

‘* During the ten years I have been Presi- 
dent of this institution we have never be- 
fore contributed a cent to politics, but the 
present crisis we believe to be as important 
as the war. 

“The country is in just as much danger 
from financial destruction now as it was 
from internal disruption at that time. The 
danger cannot be too plainly shown. The 
prevalence of free silver would mean a loss 
of 50 per cent to our depositors, and we could 
find no better way of protecting their inter- 
est than by helping to defeat a suicidal at- 
temnt to ruin the country. 

„With the present deplorable condition of 
trade before us we were anxious to show 
the depositors the brink of ruin on which 
they are standing and try and prevent a 
worse state of affairs, which certainly would 
follow if Bryan should be elected. 

“While it is true that we have never 
aided a political party or cause before, we 
feel that at the present time we should do 
all in our power to restcre confidence and 
place the country on a basis of prosperity 
only to be attained by-the firm adherence to 
sound money.”

Lacking in Some Details but Atones 
by Many Other Qualities—Smacks 
Strongly of the Author’s Personal 
Character—Ontline of the Story and 
Its Frank Treatment—Something 
About Mrs. Ward, Her Family, and

AT indefatigable Scot who writes 
over the pen name of “Claudius 
Clear does not care for Mrs. Hum- 
phry Ward's novels, and he relegates 

her to the second rank of novel writers. He 
does not, however, prove his case, and in the 
next sentence says that, not content with the 
rank he assigns her, she “ forced herself 
into the front by writing treatises on re- 
ligion, and socialism, and morality in the 
guise of fiction.”” Now, with all due respect 
to Claudius Clear,“ if Mrs. Ward is in the 
front rank, she is there, it seems to me, 


I have just finished Mrs. Ward's 
latest novel, “Sir George (the 
Macmillan company), and to my mind it is 
@ splendid performance, It lacks many 
things, but it makes up for this in other 
qualities. If her novels are, as Claudius 
Clear says, merely “ treatises on religion, 
and socialism, and morality; in the guise of 
notion,“ so much the more wonderful that 
she can hold the novel readers’ undivided 
attention throughout her well-filled volumes. 


Strong Scene of the Novel. 


There are some people who insist upon com- 
paring Mrs. Ward with George Eliot, not 
— they are anything alike, but be- 
cause there are certain minds that are not 
happy unless comparing one writer with an- 
other. There is a much flercer passion in 
the love passages of George, Eliot's stories 
than in those of Mrs. Ward, and yet I doubt 
if the former strikes a truer note. Mrs. 
Ward's best scenes are not her love scenes. 
The best scene in this book is the one be- 
tween Lady Maxwell (our old friend Mar- 
cella) and Lady Tressady. Sir George Tres- 
sady, on sounding the depths of his wife, 
found her very shallow, and his affection 
wavered and finally went over to Marcella, 
whose strong, unselfish character won his 
heart, which organ had never been seriously 
touched before. When Marcella discovered 
what had happened she was made very un- 
happy. for she cared for no man but Lord 
Maxwell. Learning that Lettie Tressady . 
knew of her husband's defection she went at 
once to see her, and the scene between these 
two women could have been written by none 
but a great writer. 


among his army of bulldozers, and. in his 
time, ruining a newspaper and eventually 
becoming a Congressman. Dean Richmond, 
the unseen caitiff of the cartoon, was a po- 
litical magnate of the State, holding its 
Democracy, like ‘a flea, between his thumb 
and forefinger. Disputed sovereignty had 
stirred up the bile of the hard-pressed King, 
and merely the idea of such antagonism 
was an inspiration for the artist. Looking 
at the picture those who remember him well 
miss the ponderous hulk of Richmond, 
whose hands had so orten moved like jug- 
gernaut cars over and through the plans of 
his adversaries’ campaigns. 

A spread of caustic satire, a sample of 
neat workmanship, and a pungent reminder 
of certain slimsy public characters has come 
down to a short memoried posterity in the 
picture of the imagined conference of ex- 
Presidents. The expression of the faces of 
those gathered at this old women’s tea 
party and the rollicking absurdity of the 
idea of such a meeting make it desirable to 
recall the actual proposition which called 
forth the cartoon. At the outbreak of the 
war many Semi-patriots wanted peace at 
any price,“ and Feb. 5, 1861, a convention 
was organized, with ex-President John Tyler 
as Chairman, which presented to the United 
States Senate seven amendments to the 
Constitution which, if adopted, would more 
firmly than ever have established slavery 
in a broad section of the Union. Nothing 
came of the effort, but July 29, 1861, Mr. 
Cox of Ohio offered in the House a peace 
resolution which p sed a commission of 
seven notable citizens, three of whom were 
ex-Presidents Pierce, Fillmore, and Van 
Buren. The proposition to add ex-President 
Fuchanan’s name to the list was rejected, 
The House settled the fate of the resolution 
by refusing to permit its introduction. Out 
of these incidents the cartoonist compound- 
ed his medicine, giving as its constituents 
the expressions of sentiments deduced from 
the acts and speeches of the suggested at- 
tendants. , 

The comic art has broadened since those 
days from river-wide to ocean-vastness, and 
the workers in it attack pertinaciously the 
frailties and foibles, the vanities and vices 
of human kind; and, possibly, no sermons 
from the pulpit and scorings by the press 
equal in beneficial effects the results pro- 
duced by these appeals to the eyes of the 
public. The caricaturists of 1860-’61 set the 
pace for succeeding years and succeeding 
artists; and today they move the opinions 
of the Nation by reins of humor that run 
as high as a President or as low as a tramp. 


BOTH A PREACHER AND ELECTRICIAN. 


Baptist Minister Has Contrived a Suc- 
cessful New Dynamo and Perfected 
a Horizontal Arc Light. 


Over on the North Side in a dusty ma- 
chine-shop, among the clank and whirr of 
machinery and belting, a German Baptist 
minister is at work perfecting a new variety 
of dynamo. It is a strange combination of 
the spiritual and the material, and the most 
unexpected feature of the matter is the 
remarkably successful results achieved by 
the unusual union. 

The Rev. Herman K. Thiel is the minister's 
name, and his former residence was in Al- 
pena, Mich. Being possessed of a good sci- 
entific education he became interested in 
the startling developments of electricity a 
few years ago and commenced experiment- 
ing in a small way at his home. One thing 
led to another, and he finally evolved the 
idea of building a dynamo with tapering field 
magnet cores, finally securing letters 
patent and building a perfected machine. 
The first crude device was succeeded by an- 
other. of much greater value, and the pres- 
ent completed article is being run and tested 
in Robert Tarrant’s machine-shop on the 


North Side. 

The new dynamo has for its characteristic 
features an intense degree of magnetiza- 
tion of the field, which is expected to give 
many, beneficial points to the machine. 
Among them is the fact that changes of 
load do not seem to distress the generator 
the usual amount, and a given weight of 
dynamo will develop a much greater 
amount of power than in the ordinary types. 


For motors especially expert judges think 


the new type will prove a great improve- 
ment. The generator now on exhibition at 
the machine-shop has been thoroughly test- 
ed by Prof. Stein of the Armour Institute, 
who thinks it a marvel in several respects. 

Besides his new dynamo Dr. Thiel has 
another clever electrical device on which 
he is devoting some time. It is not his own 
invention, but that of a Frenchman who 
lives in Chicago named J. R. Pepin. It 
consists of a horizontal arc light and ts a 
novelty. The two carbons meet level inside 
of a small glass globe, and the general ap- 
pearance of the light as well as the feeding 
and regulating devices is entirely un- 
like anything seen before in arc lighting. 
This variety of lamp is said to run 250 hours 
without replenishing the carbons. 


Roumania’s Wine Cellar. 
The most expensive and extensive wine 
gellar in the world is owned by the Rou- 
manian Government. A railway tunnel 


2.600 feet long, situated between Galtaz and 
Barbosh, could not be used for railroad pur- 


poses because of its inferior construction. 
Its cost was nearly 4,000,000 francs. It was 
leased to a wine dealer, who has turned it 
into an immense and excellent wine cellar.

VESSELS DESIGNED FOR SPEED. 


Odd Inventions, Many of Which Are 
of No Use. 

Harper’s Round Table: A curious vessel 
was finished last June and lay at a private 
wharf in Virginia for some time. She was 
named the Howard Cassard and nicknamed 
the Rasor-back.“ With a length of 222 
feet, she had only Sixteen feet beam. Her 
equidbrium was maintained by an extremely 
heavy keel and some 80,000 pounds of ma- 
chinery belew the water-line. 

The razor-like sharpness of the boat gave 
it a curious look, and it was expected that 
when moying thfough the water the sharp 
prow would cut it like a knife, thus reducing 
the resistance toa minimum. The narrow- 
ness of her beam necessitated some economy 
in her interior arrangements, but this was 


successfully overcome by adopti some- 
what the idea of a sleeping-car. But the 
Howard Cassard was an experiment that 


evidently has not been successful, as the 
claim of the designer to cross the ocean in 
three-fifths of the time now required has as 
yet not been fulfilled by his odd craft. 
Probably one of the strangest ideas in 
marine construction was that of the man 
who proposed placing in the stern of a vessel 
a number of compressed aircannons. These 
were to be fired one after the other, the 
force of the air striking the water and drivy- 
ing the vessel forward.

“Probably the worst form of écalping is 
where ‘the destination is completely wiped 
out and a different one Substituted. You’ve 
probably noticed that if you ask an agent 
for a ticket from one station to another on 
the same road he simply inserts a die into a 
machine near by, turns a crank, and grinds 
you out a ticket, on which the destination is 
printed in red or purple. At.the same time 
this machine drops a duplicate of your ticket 
into the agent’s box and registers full par- 
ticulars of the ticket sold—destination, price, 
etc.—on a long strip of paper. At the end 
of the day that is added up and in due time 
reaches the auditor. Now, there’s nothing 
to prevent a scalper, if he’s clever enough, 
from bleaching out the destination by means 
of acids and printing another one 500 or 600 
miles further a the line. We had a case 
like that out in I@éwaa while ago.

Lincoln J. Carter, scenic painter, stage 
manager, and playwright—for he acts in all 
three capacities—brought out a new play last 
week. It was one of his best—or, some might 
say, not without reason, one of his worst. 
The Heart of Chicago he calls it, and 
with all its absurdities, its straining for 
sensational effects, it must nevertheless be 
accounted a popular success.

Grand OGpera-House— A Soldier of 
Fortune.” 

Italy at the beginning of the sixteenth 
century is an interesting subject, and adapts 
itself well to thé usages of the stage, and 
this Otis Skinner has utilized for his new 
play, “A Soldier of Fortune,” which he 
Will produce at the Grand Opera-House to- 
morrow evening. ; 

The story of the play deals with the ad- 
ventures of Fabian Torelli, son of a good 
Italian family, who has become “a soldier 
of fortune,“ and at the opening of the play 
is serving under the banners of the Duc de 
Nemours. He has incurred the dislike of 
Cesar Borgia, and also that of his spy— 
Francois Daubigny. Thefts have been fre- 
quent in the camp; and Daubigny denounces 
Torelli as the thief. Some of the stolen 
goods are found in his tent—they have been 
—— there at the instigation of Daubigny, 

orelli is tried by court-martial and he and 
his servant are sentenced to death. The 
hero is saved, however, by the Florentine 
statesman, Niccolo Macchiavelli, who is 
present at the trial; but he is drummed out 
of the camp. Had it been possible for him 
to explain his whereabouts on a certain even- 
ing all would have been well, but a woman’s 
honor was involved. 

The second act is laid in Florence, where 
Torelli has wandered after his expulsion 
from the army. Macchiavelli intrusts the 
hero with a secret mission to Rome. Toretli 
arrives at the palace in time to frustrate a 
most diabolical scheme, but not before 
Cesar Borgia, who, inflamed: by Laura’s 
beauty, has ordered her abduction. Torelli 


starts upon her rescue and penetrates the 


Castle of Urbino, where she has been taken. 
A chance blow stuns him and he awakes to 
find himself securely bound. Meanwhile, 
the castle is being attacked by the French 
troops. He finds Daubigny and holds him 
at bay until the castle capitulates.

‘DEVELOPMENTS AT YALE UNIVERSITY 


Important Changes Will Be Noted at 
the One Hundred and Ninety- 
seventh Annual Opening. 


New Haven, Conn., Sept. 21.~[Special.}~— 
When Yale opens its 197th year next Thurs- 
day many new developments of the insti- 
In material growth 
a single new building is in place, while sev- 
eral more of minor importance have been 
In the development 
of the true university idea, however, Yale 
takes a new step with the opening of the 
new school year the coming week. Its two 
leading professional schools, the law and 
medical departments, have extended their 
courses, the change taking effect this fall, 
and the result oi the new order of things 
is watched with interest. The medical 
school course has been lengthened from 
three to four years, and that of the law 
school from two to three years. It is re- 
markable that in neither department has 
there been any especial increase in the 
faculty. A few instructors for the fresh- 
man class have been added in the medical 
school, but there is no change among the 
professors. In the law school the single 
addition of C. W. Pierson of New York, to 
give a course on Practice in the New 
9 19 Code,“ is the single change to be not- 
e 


The Storrs lecturer for the coming year 
in the law school has been appointed. eis 
Proi. Ihayer of the Harvard law school. 
His subject will be “Jurisprudence.” He 
is the first Harvard professor to give a 
regular course at Yale in several decades, 
but after the cordial reception given by Har- 
vard last winter to Prof. Ladd, the Yale 
psychologist, it seems to the Yale corpora- 
tion that one of Harvard’s lea profes- 
sors should give a course here. 

In the graduate department there is a 
novel departure of pedagogic interest this 
fall. The university authorities have decided 
to throw open special courses this fall to the 
teachers of the State and circulated a pros- 
pectus giving the features of the proposed 
course. The course has been warmly in- 
dorsed by the State Board of Education, as 
well as by boards of education of various 
towns and cities throughout the State, and 
the indications are excellent for a success- 
ful year. The teachers’ “curses will be held 
on Saturday, the holiday for the teachers, 
and the railréads of the State have given 
them special rates. In opening the course 
Prof. Wheeler will have charge of the course 
in history, Prof. Beers in English literature, 
Prof. Sumner that of political economy, Prof. 
Ladd psyendlo , and Prof. Seymour Greek. 

President Dwight, the venerable head of 
the university, will, for the first time since 
his inauguration as President in 1886, be ab- 
sent this fall from the opening of the school 
year. He is in Burope and Yale will be con- 
ducted without its official head for over six 
months, the leaders of the various depart- 
ments guarding the interests of the univer- 
sity as a whole by their united 8 Dai 
prayers in Battell Chapel will be deliver 
by Prof. Stevéfis of the Divinity Bchool.

According to Mme. Morianli, “ young girls 
studying to become artists must not un- 
dertake Wagner during the period of study 
proper. His music requires strong lungs 
and powerful voices. One song they may 
sing, perhaps, now and then, not more. 
Fanatics claim that a strong voice is not 
necessary to sing Wagner. I claim the op- 
posite. To meet them on their own ground, I 
ask would the weaker clarinet, or oboe, or 
‘cello be chosen as the solo instrument for 
their favorite Wagnerian music in the great 
orchestra? If they would give the same 
importance to vocal music they would need 
perforce good voices. 


~ “In Wagner's music, declamatory in style, 
“we must of all others observe the diction. I 


have heard Materna, Van Dyck, and the 
most distinguished artists take liberties with 
the text; dividing the word, breathing after 
the article, after the pronoun, between the 
substantive and the adjective. They are 
wrong from the artistic point of view, but 
they could not helpit. They started in the 
Italian, and still after twenty years they 
have not breath enough. How, then, would 
propriety to be possible to young singers? Let 
them begin with lighter music. A girl may 
Start to study at eighteen, and ten years 
later begin Wagner with Sieglinde, or the 
lighter parts. Let them start and vocalize, 
study as the pianist, the violinist, until their 
throats are prepared, but not until then 
Brunhilde or Isolde. The same with a 
dramatic soprano. 

When a girl has a powerful voice I never 
advise dramatic parts until she is twenty- 
eight. then she is able to make a career of 
thirty-five years without getting the tremolo. 

“Fanatics confound the value of the 
music with human strength. The great dan- 
ger in the church, concert, conservatory, is 
the desire of every young singer to give more 
volume of voice than the one to the right or 


the left. 


What you do here I do not know, but in 
all the European conservatories they place 
the young singers in chorus work. That is 
wrong. After two or three trials of this 
kind the freshness of the voice is gone. The 
rules and regulations of many of our con- 
servatories are bad. At 9 o’clock they begin 
with Solfeggio, and one class follows an- 
other until 6 o’clock. A pause at noon for 
a light lunch is all. Young people must be 
cared for. Another enemy ts the Solfeggio 
itself. The pupil sings false, but the teach- 
er may not ow the position of the larynx 
to correct it. The pupil tries, forces the 
voice, gets the intonation, but ruins the or- 
gan. 

“Yet another danger—the Charletan. All 
the minor musicians want to give singing 
lessons, but that does not signify that they 
know anything about the voice. Violinists, 
performers of every description, cultivate 
the voice. For shading and taste they may 
be well enough, but as a pianist needs a 
good instrument for good effects, so does a 
singer need a good voice. These ‘ varnish- 
ers’ can give lessons after the picture is 
done, not before. Some may say that the 
public does not like coloratura, and take 
that pretext to make the pupil force the me- 
dium to get sound enough to interpret the 
new school. : 

“But the technic that accomplishes the 
one is the technic that should accomplish 
the other. The difference exists in the Btyle, 
but not in the technic. 

„Again, there are those to beware of and 
who erfiploy the means of curious positions 
and nostrums as pretense of cultivation. 
Singing is the most natural of things, and 
we must employ only the most naturai of 
means with voice and talent.“ .

CHICAGO ARCHITECT IS SELECTED. 


Twenty-seven Architects Submit Plans 
for a Freeport Building. . 


The Board of Education of Freeport has 
selected the design for a new schoolhouse 
to be erected in that city submitted: by 
Julian Barnes of Chicago. Twenty-seven 
architects in the northern part of the State 
were in the competition for the building, 
but the plans of Mr. Barnes were regarded 
by the board as superior to those of his com- 
petitors. 

The new building will be two stories and 
basement high. It will cover an area 80x90 
feet. The interior will be divided into eight 
glass- rooms and several administrative 
offices. It will be finished in hardwood, and 
fitted with modern conveniences.

AMONG ARCHITECTS AND BUILDERS. 


Buildings Planned or Under Way in 
and About Chicago. 

No improvement is noticeable in the con- 
dition of building operations. Architects 
are experiencing the dullest time in the his- 
tory of the city. Numerous building proj- 
ects are under consideration, but it is not 
believed among: builders there will be much 
done -until next year. 

The First Unitarian Society will build a 
new church, chapel, and parsonage at the

MONEY IS NOW BECOMING EASIER. 


New York and Chicago Banks Make 
Distinct Gains in Deposits. 

The New York bank statement for the 
week ending yesterday made a good show- 
ing. It was not all that could have been 
wished, but considering the condition of bus- 
iness affairs recently it was better than 
many had reason to expect. The only itemin 
the statement which was disappointing was 
loans, which showed a falling off of more 
than — K Deposits increased nearly 
$2,500,000. he situation as reflected by the 
New York bank statement finds a counter- 
part in Chicago, except that the showing in 
Chicago is to some extent more satisfactory 
than that in New York. There is no state- 
ment of associated banks in Chicago from 
which to draw comparisons, but the reports 
of all the bankers are to the effect deposits 
are showing an increase, and that more 
money is being loaned than is being paid in 
on loans which become due. In Chicago the 
situation as regards money is easier than it 
has been for some time. While rates still 
remain stiff, it is easier to obtain money now 
than it has been at any time since people be- 
gan to grow frightened over the probable 
outcome of the free silver agitation. 

The reports of the associated banks in New 
York show total loans of $450,541,100, depos- 
its of $448,368,700, specie holdings to the 
amount of $54,330,900, legal tenders $71,977,- 
300, and circulation to the amount of $19,- 
709,100. The banks hold in excess of their 
legal minimum of reserve $14,215,725. The 
following changes are shown from the state- 
ment of the prece@ing week:

There is no doubt that he or- 
dered all the massacres which have taken 
place in Armenia, English Consuls and 
American missionaries having obtained 
abundant evidence from the Kurdish tribes 
and from the regular soldiers, who per- 
petrated the outrages, that they were acting 
in deference to the orders of his Majesty. It 
is Officially proved that he lavished rewards 
in the form of decorations, promotions, and 
grants of money on the tribal chieftains and 
officers commanding the troops engaged in 


the slaughter. 


Object gf the Massacres. 

What the Sultan's primary object in order- 
ing the massacres may have been can only 
be guessed, but it is more than likely that it 
was chieffy to gain the favor of the subordi- 
nate clergy, and the most fanatical of his 
subjects, the class which has been most 
commonly instrumental in the assassination 
or deposition of his predecessors. 

For foreign powers the Sultan has cared 
little or nothing. He has reason to feel that 
he would not be interfered with. A turbulant 
reign of twenty years had made him, be- 
eve that jealousy and dissension would pre- 
vent any action on the part of the European 
nations, and upon that belief he has continu- 
ally acted. In his transactions with Ambas- 
sadors and other representatives of the na- 
tions he has never forgotten that the Koran 
binds him to no faith with unbelievers, and of 
this liberty he has taken advantage, full and 
free. He has expressed deep grief at the 
persecution of the Christians by his servants, 
and has promised most solemnly and sacred- 
ly to see that it was stopped. He has prom- 
ised to have the offenders punished. Hehas 


said time and again that matters should be 


set right. 


The Ambassadors have departed, fully sat- 
isfied. And even before they reached the em- 
bassy Abdul Hamid would again be sending 
dispatches from the palace into Syria and 
Asia Minor orderirg fresh persecutions, new 
outrages, and renewed massacre. 

A recent instance of this cuplicity on the 
part of the wretched Sultan is connected with 
the disturbances that took place the other 
day in the streets of Constantinople, when 
nearly 10,000 Armenian Christians were mas- 
sacred under the very walls.cf his Majesty’s 
palace. Women and children were subjected 


to the most appalling indignities in the public 


streets in broad daylight, and in full view of 
the members of the foreign diplomatic corps, 
as is shown by the reports of thelatter. In- 
vestigation has brought to light the fact that 


the men who made the farcical attack upon 


the Ottoman Bank, that served as a pretext 
for the massacre, were the instruments of 
the Sultan and of the intriguers by whom he 
is surrounded, and that the attack was part 
of a cunningly devised plot, not against the 
bank, but against the Armenians. 


Insanity of the Sultan. 

Other massacres there have been—massa- 
cres literally without number—for undoubt- 
edly the accounts which have been received 
from the seats of trouble leave much untold. 
The story of what is known is too old to bear 
repetition, but every day adds to it. The 
reason for their existence it is not hard to 
find. It is insanity in the ruler who orders 
such atrocities—insanity brought on by de- 
bauchery and fear. ‘To find the cause for the 
possible pleasure which the Sultan finds in 


ordering and even witnessing these cruelties | 


it is necessary to lake into account the sur- 
roundings of the Turkish ruler. De- 
moralized from his earliest youth by the 
abominations of harem life, Abdul Hamid 


‘has had for friends and advisers men ad- 
| dicted from their boyhood to the most ap- 
palling excesses. 


Debauchery and dissipation destroy the 
sense of right and wrong, and physicians are 
unanimous that one of the first develonments 
of dementia, superinduced by vice, is cru- 
elty. The doctors long ago agreed that Ab- 
dul Hamid’s mode of life was bound to re- 
suit in insanity or death. When one takes 
together with the 
nature of his surroundings and his anxiety 
to propitiate the mollaks, the softas,.and the 
more fanaticeportion of his Mohammedan 
subjects by harsh treatment of the Christ- 
ians, it is possible in a measure to under- 


stand the mania for cruelty that hie Majesty | 


has developed within the last few, years, 
Tortured in the Palace. 


Besides the tens of thousands of men, 
women, and children who have been mas- 
sacred in the streets of Sassoun, of Erze- 
roum, of other Armenian cities, and even in 
Constantinople itself, there are thousands 
who have.perished by torture within the 
precincts of the Sultan’s palace. It is unlike- 
ly that anything ‘authentic will ever be 
known as to the number of those who have 
been drowned by the Suitan’s orders off the 
palace wharf, or who have been strangled, 


poisoned, or beheaded in the palace. 


During the last two years, since the com- 
mencement of the dreadful massacres of Ar- 
menians in 1294, Abdul Hamid has shown 
himself monster of cruelty unequaled in 
modern es. 
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wanton tortures have been inflicted. for 
slight offenses, and more often for no offense 
At all.

He fs the power behind the throne, 
the instigator, perhaps, of many of the hor- 
rors which are making Turkey an offense in 
the eyes of civilization, mnd the Sultan’s 
favor and affection for him show no signs of 
abating. It is said that the most common re- 
ception with which the Sultan greets his 
Ministers is a reproach for not making the 
Arab known to him sooner. 

Lou knew that I needed a man like that,“ 
Abdul Hamid tells them, and yet you al- 
lowed him to exist for years without my 
finding him.“ 


Izzet Bey Has No Friends. 

It is an example of the weak and sickening 
affection for a favorite so often found in 
the histories of the greatest despots and 
cruelest rulers. Except the Sultan, Izzet has 
not a friend. Everybody abhors him, and no 
one save his monarch and his two confi- 
dential secretaries has a good word to say for 
him. He held the office of Police Magistrate 
in the metropolis until he attracted the atten- 
tion of the Sultan. He is a very remarkable 
man and of great cleverness, otherwise he 
would have been unable to maintain the ex- 
traordinary position he now holds in the 
Turkish Empire. 

His title is Communicator of the Verbal 
Commands of His Imperial Majesty, the 
Sultan,“ and as such he is literally the Sul- 
tan’s deputy advice agent, ranking far 
above the Grand Vizier, the Chief Eunuch, 
and all the other dignitaries of the realm. He 
is with Sultan from 8 o’clock in the morning 
until 1 or 2 o’clock the next morning, save 
on Thursday, which he devotes to his family. 
His power for work, fer self-possession, 
and his sleepless watchfulness are phenome- 
nal, Indeed, one of the secrets of his infiu- 
ence is that he is regarded as possessing 
supernatural powers. 

Under such unhappy conditions the state 
of the Ottoman Empire furnishes no cause 
for surprise. Thecne relief for Armenia and 
for the Turks themselves is found in the de- 
position of Abdul Hamid. His tenure of the 
throne already hangs by the veriest thread. 
His insanity, once established, would form 
sufficient excuse for depriving him of his 
seat. His elder brother, Murad, was deposed 
by virtue of an order of the late Sheik Ul. 
Islam on the same ground. Moreover, should 
the present Sheik Ul-Islam proclaim that 
Murad had recovered his reason Abdul Ham- 
id’s reign would be at an end. His hold upon 
the throne, both from a secular and religious 
point of view, would no longer be legal. 

Whe Will Ascend the Throne? 

When the.end comes, and Abdul Hamid has 
been deposed or murdered, it will be neces- 
sary to choose another ruler. The nearness 
of this time is shown by the fact that already 
men's minds are searching for the person 
best fitted to fill the place. According ‘to 
Koranic law and to the statutes of the reign- 
ing house of Othman it must be either his 
elder brother, Murad, or, if the latter is 
really still insane, his younger brother, 
Rachid Effendi, the Sultan’s own son being 
precluded from the succession until the 
death of his two uncles leaves him as the 
senior male surviving momber of the house. 

Nothing is known at present about the 
mental condition of these two brothers of the

close prisoners in their palaces. Rachid has 
deen confined for at least ten years in the 
Palace of Cheregun, in the outskirts of Con- 
stantinople, where he lives with his harem 
and his court offictals, a state prisoner. He 
is not allowed to receivea letter, book, news- 
paper, or visitor from the outer world, and 
unless he possesses some unknown means of 
, obtaining intelligence from outside, is as

Murad Has Advanced Ideas. 

The plan is perhaps not formed for such an 
Went, the idea exists in the undercur- 
rent ot thought among the Turks. It is well 
thought of because of the principles. which 
Murad professed, though in other respects 
he can hardly be called a model ruler. He was 
the most advanced Turk who ever occupied 
the.throne of Othman. He favored female 
suffrage, ridiculed many of the features of 
his national creed, spoke as if an atheist, 
drank to excess, and declared himself in 
favor of a constitutional form of government 
—a combination of characteristics which 
mixes good with bad in a remarkable man- 
ner, but which, as regards the people, would 
furnish a relief from the lunatic cruelty of 
Abdul Hamid. 

Murad’s nerves were completely shattered 
by his excesses prior to his elevation to the 
throne, and the mere noise of a saluting gun 
was sufficient to throw him into a frenzy of 
madness. It was during one of these fits of 
madness that he was deposed in favor of his 
younger brother, the present Sultan. 

The religious hoid of the present dynasty 
upon the Turkish throne is not a strong one. 
It is the common impression that the Sultan 
is looked upon asa vice-rcgent of Mohammed 
by Mohammedans all over the world, that 
the spiritual allegiance of all followers of the 
Prophet are his due, but in this the general 
belief is astray. Neither Abdul Hamid nor 
any of his immediate predecessors have ever 
been regarded as Caliph, and he is certainly 
not acknowledged as such in Morocco, 
Persia, India, Afghanistan, Northern Africa, 
Indeed, so little is his 
spiritual authority recognized outside Turkey 


that in Persia, Afghanistan, and Morocco it 


is a capital offense to pray for him at any 

mosque. Nor is ne regarded as Caliph by 

any of the Arabs, either in Africa or Asia. 
“Requirements in a Caliph. 

Tt is an unquestioned article of faith in 
every section and sect of Islam throughout 
the world that the Caliph must be an Arab of 
the tribe of Khoretsh. These requirements are 
in no sense fulfilled by the present Turkish 
dynasty, which bases its preposterous claim 
to the Caliphate on a species of alleged ces- 
sion on the part of the late Abasside Caliph 
in Ckiro to Sultan Selim the First. The man 
who today comes nearest to fulfilling the re- 
quirements of the Mohammedaa religion in 
this respect is the Grand Shereef of Mecca, 
and it isto him and not to the Sultan that the 
30,000,000 Mohammedans of India appealed 
some years ago, as the chief spiritual digni- 
tar of their fate, to decide whether they 
could by Islamic law acknowledge the 
sovereignty of Queen Victoria. 

The spiritual right of Abdul Hamid to his 
throne is not recognized anywhere in his do- 
minions outside of Turkey. Even there it is 
believed in only by the most illiterate and 
lowest of his subjects. The educated classes 
of Turkey hold him as ruler only in a civil 
sense and through a doubtful right, andin no 
way admit his claim upon the title of Caliph. 


LEADER OF THE ARMENIANS A POET. 


First to Raise His Voice Against Tur- 
kish Oppression—His London Home. 
Dr. George Brandes, the Danish critic 

and essayist, has published, after his re- 

turn from London a few weeks ago, two 

highly interesting articles entitled Im- 

pressions from London.“ The last of these 

essays contains an account of Brandes’ visit 
to the home of the leader of the Armenian 
insurrection, Avetis Nazarbek. 

Nazarbek is, according to Brandes, a 
young man of ideal beauty with an expres- 
sion of his countenance which reminds one 
of an Italian ideal portrait from the six- 
teenth century. Having completed a course 
of studies in Geneva, he made London his 
place of permanent residence. Although but 
a little over 80 years of age, he is regarded 
by his people as the Armenian national poet. 

This young poet is the heart and soul of 
the Armenian opposition against Turkish 
oppression. In London he publishes not less 
than three periodicals, all representing the 
interests of his countrymen, and issued in his 
22 language. Hintschalk (The Bell), 

is a weekly: Aptak (The Box on the Ear), 
is a political satire, and Zaha'par (The 

Idea) reviews science, social and political 

reforms, etc., in the style and manner of 

the “ Review of Reviews.” 

The entire Armenian opposition party in 
1887 consisted of Nazarbek, his wife, and a 
few young students. All were engaged in 
the production and publication of “ Hint- 


schaik,” the printing plant being estab- 
. ished in the kitchen of the 2232 student’s 


in the paper, and the latter was dated Lon- 
don. As it was necessary to visit Armenia 
on ‘different’ occasions, the few members of 
the little circle were obliged to keep their 
undertaking as secret as possible. 
the course of a year, they gained numerous 
friends in their native land, and were able 
to send ‘a reporter t Turkey with the view 

gaining ‘information and organize the 

rmenian populace. This reporter was, how- 
‘ever, exposed to constant dangers from 
Turkish authorities, who had learned the, 
purpose of his mission, and a similar fate met 
other emissaries at a later period. 

Young Mrs. Nazarbek, in 1893, undertook 
an expedition to Armenian Cilicia with the 
view of organizing and perfecting the revo- 
lutionary elements in that region. Nazar- 
bek’s most beautiful poem was written on 
that occasion, being a farewell to the poet's 
wife. The young but clever and indefati- 
gable woman succeeded perfectly, and even 
gained admission to the Syrian fortress, 
where the Turkish authorities imprison all 
politically doubtful persons. In spite of 
many difficulties, she was able to speak 
words of hope to her fettered fricnds and 
countrymen. 

This is the first occasion,” said Nazar- 
bek proudly. when an Armenian woman 
has gained access to Turkish Armenia for 
such a purpose, and it is as yet a unique 
instance.“ 

The issues of the maintenance of the 
risshts of the Armenian population are hith- 
erto of a depressing nature. But Nazarbek 
preserves his great hopes of an ultimate 
success and victory to the cause for which 
he struggles and suffers. Since the sieges 
of Zeitoun and the fall of that town in April 
last, the Armenian colony in London has 
received an addition of about thirty persons. 
All of these seek Nazarbek’s residence, 
where they are sure to find a kind reception. 

Nearly every one of these fugitives is poor 
to the extreme. They ctleep on the floors 
and eat at the table in the home of their 
leader. Their poverty is their pride, and no 
one will even for a moment think of giving 
up the cause for which they are suffering 
~ liberation of Armenia from the Turkish 
yoke. 

Truly, concludes Dr. Brandes, t visit to 
Nazarbek’s headquarters is an inspiration.

The man who frequents the 0 fairs 
and political gatherings with a view to 
extracting a living from the pockets of the 
spectators of those events is the one who 
has taken upon himself the duty of dissem- 
inating the best speeches of the campaign. 
The political managers have appreciated the 
fact that to the average man a speech heard 
in a phonograph means at least twice as 
much as one read in ty and have taken 
steps to make use of thé taiking-machine 
in the school-house campaign.” It was 
not on the books for them to be seconded by 
private ventures, but such help has ap- 
peared. 

The exhibiting of phonographs with polit- 
lcal speeches and campaign songs furnishes 
a pleasant and but slightly laborious manner 
of earning a livelihood, and numbers of men 
have already learned the fact and are taking 
advantage of it. More are daily finding it

GOVERNMENT WILL NQW MAKE POWDER 


Smokeless Explosive for the Navy Is 
Manufactured at the Newport 
Government Factory. 


The navy has started in to make its own 
smokeless powder. For some years past 
the government explosives factory at New- 
port has been experimenting in this direc- 
tion, but only recently have satisfactory 
results been obtained. 

The next batch distributed by the Bureau 
of Ordnance for use in small arms will 
be home-made. Pretty soon the stuff will 
be provided for all calibers, from the gi- 
gantic thirteen-inch rifled guns for the new 
battleships down to the machine gung that 
throw continuous showers of bullets, and 
the newly-adopted magazine rifles. Hither- 
to the smokeless powders employed by the 
navy have been purchased from private 
manufacturers in Germany and England. 

The Newport works aré nearly ready now 
to turn out smokeless powder for all cali- 
bers. They will be pure gun cotton pow- 
ders, and all of them will be of the same 
composition, merely differing in the size of 
the grains.“ 

But the grains are not grains really; 
they are long and narrow strips, looking 
like nothing so much as thin ribbons of the 
finest kind of glue. No person not an ex- 
pert would for a moment imagine that they 
were gunpowder. 

The strips are of varying sizes for guns 
of different calibers, being in each case 
about as long as the powder chamber. They 
are done up in fagots all ready to be thrust 
into the gun. 

For example, for a six-pounder the powder 
strips are six inches long and one inch wide; 
they are thinner than note paper. For small 
arms the strips are chopped into little pleces 
to load the cartridges. 


The basis of all smokeless powder is gun. 


cotton dissolved in nitric acid, the latter 


element being afterward eliminated. Smoke. 


signifies imperfect burning. 

So, in order to make a smokeless powder, 
it is merely necessary that it shall be so 
compounded that the entire mass shall be 
transformed into gas, leaving no ash or resi- 
due. With this result the form of the grains 
is important, and accordingly one finds these 


powders in a great variety of queer shapes. 


For instance. the famous French “ poudre 
B looks like yellowish brown paper. Any- 
body would mistake it for ordinary wrapping 
paper, but if you take a scrap of it and 
touch it with a match it flares up brilliantly 
and is gone in an instant, with no trace of 
ash or smoke. 

The Germans make their smokeless pow- 
ders in rolls like maps. The rolls are sliced 
crosswise into long sticks, which are packed 
in bundles, like toethpicks for machine guns, 
while for small arms the sticks are chopped 
into little cubes. 

The English “ cordite “ resembles nothing 


so much as thick strings of black rubber. 


It assumes this shape through having been 
foreed through a colander in a semi-liquid 
state. 

Another French smokeless powder is so 
much like old-fashioned molasses candy that 
one is tempted to eat it. One of tne best 
known emokeless sporting powders has the 
appearance of gravel. 

The United States army is still experiment- 
ing with smokeless powders. For its small 
arms it is now buying from a private con- 
cern a powder that comes in the shape of 
little brown hexagons.—New York Journal.

The new boat is the object of rapt atten-

There is much spec- 
uviation and uncertainty, however, even 
among our own naval authorities, as to 
whether the new craft will, upon practical 
trial, do all that her inventor, J. P. Holland, 
dlaims for her. Experiments with sub- 
marine war vessels heretofore-have been 
sd disastrous, and the manipulation of this 
strange craft is so different from anything 
hitherto taught in naval institutions, that 
the question of manning her is causing the 
Navy Department & world of trouble. 
: Description of the Boat. | 
"The craft is a wonder. It is nothing more 
nor less than a huge steel fish, with lungs 
capable of holding enormous quantities of 
fresh air, and possessing a single great eye 
tor surveying the surface of the ocean on 
all sides while the vessel itself is submerged 
and invisible. | 
It has fins for diving and steering, and its 
vitality is furnished by steam and elec- 
ttieity. a 
‘The boat is practically the Nautilus of 
Jules Verne reduced from dream to reality. 
It is cigar-shaped, pointed at both ends; 80 
feet long, 11 feet in diameter, and witha dis-

struct, is, transformed in a moment into 
an iron coffin, carrying officers and crew to 
the bottom. Having delivered the fatal 
blow, the submarine boat glides away, to 
come up presently near the surface, and with 
the aid of her camera lucida to look around 
upon the scene of the destruction she has 
caused—herself at the same time invisible 
and safe from pursuit. Such a craft as the 
Holland boat would never try to attach a 
torpedo to the bottom oftheship. She picks 
out a vessel for attack and makes for her, 
occasionally coming near the surface just 
long enough to permit her commander to 
make sure of his course. 

The Holland boat is able to keep at séa 
in bad weather. Its radius of action, tra gel- 
ing on the surface, is 1,000 miles; submerged 
it can go sixty miles.. Its speed under water 
is eight knots. and it can be perfectly con- 
trolled. Special devices provide against 
every conceivable accident. In case it is 
desired to chéck the downward movement 
of the boat quickly, a touch on a button 
connects a compartment of water at the 
bow with a tank of compressed air. The ex- 
panding air drives the water out of the com- 
partment, thus lightening the boat. If the 
submarine vessel gets stuck in the mud at 
the bottom, or for some other reason is not, 
able to rise, officers and crew will put on 
diving suits and escape through a hatchway. 

The boat is to cost onlv $150,000. If it 
proves a success two others are to be buflt. 
This one, Mr. Holland says, is not so big 
as it ought to be, but its size was limited 
by the appropriation. As soon as it is fin- 
ished it will be taken for a trial trip down 
the Chesapeake. 

The country which possesses a perfect ves- 


sel of this kind before any of the others will 


not be mistress of the seas necessarily, but 
its territory will be safe from bombardment 
and from the disembarkment of troops by 
ships. No nation so sorely needs such a 
protection as the United States. 
to Capt. Mahan, the greatest living naval 
strategist, in case of war with a strong 
naval power our entire force of battle and 
coast defense ships would have to be con- 
centrated at New York, leaving our other 
ports unprotected. What we need is an 
efficient and available means of preventing 
hostile shins from coming within bombard- 
ing range of our coast cities. 


Cost Is Not Great.

rate of six for $1,000,000 they could not be 


considered expensive when compared with 
crulsend at $2,000,000 each and battleships 
at $4,000,000 cach...

Much emphasis has been laid upon the 
fact that the. Holland boat is able to stay 
beneath the water for a great length of time 
even for days together if necessary. But,

war. The trouble about submarine vessela 
hitherto has been that they were expected to 
find their way about under water. The 
practicability of so doing is limited. Under 
water, save for the camera lucida, the sub- 
marine crafti\is wretchedly near-sighted.

A lucky plunging shot from a military top 
might do damage, but of this there would be 
little chance, inasmuch as accurate fire from 
the guns in the tops of a warship is almost 
out of question, owing to the swaying of 
the vessel. Having taken a look at the ship 
to be attacked, the submarine boat will dive 
and run under water 500 yards or so, then 
rising again.

Why, given equal advan- 
tages in the way of location, advertisement, 
and transportation facilities, should one set- 
tlement or subdivision remain dead and sta- 
tionary, or creep along at a snail’s pace, 
while others on each side of it and with no 
apparent reason for superiority boom ahead 
at a tremendous rate? Why does the sub- 
urban population skip one place along a 
line, while taking warmly to all the rest? 
And why are some places, like some people, 
unlucky and seemingly predestined to fail- 
ure? These are queries which have troubled 
almost every real estate man in Chicago 
and they are questions which still await a 
satisfactory answer. Almost every old resi-~ 
dent of Chicago could point to at least half 
a dozen examples of this kind, and there 
are many other places which only grew after 
the city reached out to them and took them 
in. With the magic name Chicago” at- 
tached .to them they sprang into sudden 
life, after years of coma as a neighboring 
village. Crawford, on the west side of the 
city, was one of these. 

Years ago, when the West Side was a wild 
and far-away place, remote from the heart 
of the city, and but just beginning to grow, 
Crawford was started. At that time it 
seemed to possess every advantage of sub- 
urban life; its immediate growth and success 
were confidently looked for. But the ex- 
pectations were never fulfilled. Lawndale,
